With the advent of the new high- 
way every effort is being made to 
avoid dislocation of industry and in- 
jury of farm property. Representa- 
tions of all have been considered. 
With the completion of Highway 35 
connecting with 401, Lindsay 
couldn’t handle extra influx of traf- 


fic. The following points in high-, 


way development locally stand out: 


1) Road from Ozkwood to Lind-, 


say will be brought up to Trans- 
Canada standards in the next year. 

(2) The road from Newcastle 
and connecting link with 401 to 
Lindsay will be completed. 

(3) The Trans-Canada will fol- 
low new route approximately from 
the Chase farm easterly. Surveys 
[are now being made routing the

Rabid 


Fox Was In Dunsford District 


A Peterborough man has been 
bitten by a rabid fox in the Duns- 
forg district. As « precaution 
against him catching this dread 
disease, anti-rabies vaccine obtain- 
ed from the Connaught Labora- 
tories, Toronte, is being employed. 


Now it is definitely established 


that there are rabies-carrying foxes. 
in the district, dog owners are 
being asked to keep their animals 
from running free in the bush. If 
the dogs must be exerciseq off-léash, 
then they should be vaccinated. 

‘The disease has been gradually 
working south from Hudson Bay 
since 1952. It had been improperly 
diagnosed gs the Arctic Fox Disease; 
since 1947 it has spread through 
northern Canada from coast to 
coast. 

FEW DOGS INFECTED 

Contrary to popllar opinion, few 
dogs have been infected with rabies. 
No human deaths have been re- 
ported and the diseass hasn't spread 
to apy great extent in animals other 
than wild life. 

Dr. J. P. Wells, medical officer 
of health, sayg that the Peterbor- 
ough man was bitten by a fox that 
was brought home after being found 


seven miles north of Omemee, near 
Dunsford. Two of his sons were out 
hunting a week ago when they came 
‘across the sick fox lying by the side 
of the road. 

It seemed ill and showed nervous 
symptoms so the boys put it in 
the. car trunk and brought it back 
to the city. They intended to care 
for it until it was well again. 

‘The father, handling the animal, 
was bitten through his gloved hand, 
though he only réceived a bruisé, 


He then took it to the country, tried |” 


to yelease it, but it again turned on 
him. Finally the animal was shot. 
READ REPORT 

On Thursday night he reag in the 
paper that no more cases of rabies. 
had been reported. He reported the 
incident to the health of animals 
division of th Federal Department 
of Agriculture. 

The body of the fox, was picked 
up by officials who forwardeq it 
to Hull for laboratory examination, 
An analysis established. rabies. 

Five in the family are believed 
to have handled the animal to the 
extent there is risk of contagion. 
Whether the father or others will 
be given the vaccine is up to the 


family doctor and the parents.

TELLS COURT HE’S ASHAMED 


No Parole Officer In Lindsay, 


BOTTLE AWAY 
SPOTS HIM, 


Report Must Be Made In Toronto, 
Magistrate Says: “absolute disgrace” 


When asked by Crown Attorney 
Lorne W. Jordan in Court this mor- 
ning if a charge of obstructing could 
be termed in the case of a person 
who, after being hailed by a police 
officer, threw away the evidence, 
such as a bottle of liquor, Magistrate 
R. I. Moore commented, “Well, 
who wouldn’t,” 

The case in question concerned a 
17-year-old Lindsay youth who had 
been charged by police with having 
obtained liquor while under the age 
of 21, and also with obstructing 
justice by throwing the bottle onto 
Kent St where it broke. 

Constable John Henley testified 
that the youth had been observed by 
Police while on a routine Kent St. 
patrol about 11 p.m. New Year's 
Eve standing in a doorway holding 
a bottle. He said that when he hail- 
ed the youth by name, he bolted 
away and tossed the bottle over a 
line of parked cars where it smash- 
ed on the road. The officer said 
that after apprehending the youth, 
he collected the pieces of glass and 
the label from the bottle to be used 
as eyldence. He testified that he and 
Constable Wm. Mosley were aware 
that the accused had been drinking. 

When asked what he had to say 
for himself, the accused said that 
he was ashamed of what he had 
done and that he had been given

the bottle by a drunk. He explained 


that he was just holding onto it 
when the police came by. He admit- 
ted, however, that he had taken a 
drink earlier, 

Magistrate Moore, mulling over 
the evidence, commented, “well, it 
was New Year's Eve and I suppose 
that there wasn’t any place for 
this Ind to be, since he isn’t old 
enough for parties. And having been 
Jeft with a bottle and then throw- 
ing it away, I suppose this couldn't 
really be called ‘obtaining’ liquor, 

“It's too bad, though, that it was 
Constable Henley who arrested you 
+, ++ he seems to be your nemesis. 
The only officer you have trouble 
with is Henley, and you say that he 
is always after you.” 

“Always catching him, you mean,” 
interjected the Crown, 

His Worship continued, “This boy 
has had a lot of trouble, and I had 
hoped he would mend his ways af- 
ter he was here a couple of weeks 
ago. (the acoused had appeared a 
few days before Christmas charged 
with attempted car theft, which was 
dismissed.) But this was New Year's 
Eve and if it had been any other 
night, I would look at the matter 
more seriously.

THE NEW YEAR... 

This is a time of the year when time stands still for 
a split second . . . that almost immeasurable period 
when the old year gives way to the new and all the 
forces of life and creation begin another lap on life’s 
adventuresome journey. It is a time of the year when 
there is great play on words ... a time when we humans 
endeavour to examine the past and resolve the future 
...a time when we extend good wishes for the future. 

What better time to resolve to seek out in our daily 
lives God's work for us? And what better way to ensure 
for our neighbours and ourselves a “Happy New Year’? 


HOW WELL ORGANIZED ARE WE 
IN CASE OF AN EMERGENCY? 

The appeals for assistance which have been made 
following two fires of recent date in Lindsay have caused 
many people to wonder to what extent we would be able 
to cope with an emergency of some proportions. 
While everyone is delighted to help people who are vis- 
ited by misfortune, it is apparent that in the case of 
hit-and-miss appeals for assistance sometimes inade- 
quacies reveal themselves. For example, if the fire or 
other disaster occurs during a season when emotional- 
ism is more or Jess rampant the response may be ex- 
tremely generous .. . generous almost to the point of 
wastefulness, whereas if the disaster occurs during nor- 
mal periods the assistance forthcoming may be skimpy 
to the point of insufficiency. In the peak ‘giving’ per- 
jods there will likely occur considerable overlapping and 
items will be contributed which probably never consti- 
tuted part of the stricken family’s way of life and are 
therefore foreign to the need. When the giving season 
is at its low ebb shortages of even essentials may cause 
suffering. 

Tt would appear that an emergency relief commit- 
tee with certain powers to draw on available resources 
of the Red Cross, Salvation Army and other organiza- 
tions which participate in community welfare drives, is 
needed to co-ordinate efforts to give effective and equit- 
able succor to those experiencing disaster of crippling 
proportions. Such a committee would be able to pre- 
vent waste, provide essentials, and appeals bordering on 
hysteria would be unnecessary. 

Lindsay and the district surrounding it is made 
up of a generous and warm-hearted people ... they do 
not wish to see hardship inflicted on anyone... they 
want to render aid to the afflicted .. . but they want to 
do these things sanely, efficiently and in a manner 
which is fair to all having occasion to need assistance in 
time of disaster. 

Wouldn’t it be a culminating disaster if we were to 
find it necessary to resort to hit-and-miss appeals in a 
major calamity? Imagine the complete confusion 
which would ensue! Isn’t it time we gathered up the 
reins and drove the horses as though we meant busi- 
ness? Who will chart the course... the Mayor? the 
Warden? or a combination of leading citizens? 

In the meantime a check of those organizations now 
established for rendering disaster aid will be made to as- 
certain their present method of operation. . 

We are indebted to a thoughtful civic official for 
bringing these thoughts to our attention. 


THE MAN BEHIND THE WHEEL 

Prompted by the holiday slaughter on the highways 
of the continent, Attorney-General Roberts has called 
for some sort of joint action by Canada and the United 
States to curb the accident toll. He suggests a high- 
level conference of government authorities, automobile 
manufacturers, and law enforcement agencies, under 
the sponsorship of Prime Minister St. Laurent and 
President Hisenhower. 

It may be that nothing short of continual 
drastic action across the whole continent with 
some sort of uniform effective measures and control 
of the licensing, construction, use and enforcement 
fields, will bring relief. 

There was more than a hint in Mr. Roberts’ state- 
ment that it may yet be necessary to control the auto- 
mobile industry in some measure in order to bring about 
highway safety. This aspect of his remarks was later 
elaborated by a colleague, Planning Minister Nickle, 
chairman of last year’s Select Committee on Highway 
Safety. 

Mr. Nickle referred specifically to horsepower and 
hood ornaments as features of today’s cars which Goy- 
ernments might well have to regulate. Both Ministers 
feel—and they are perfectly right—that cars can be 
made safer. But this is not the essential problem. The 
essential problem jis the man inside the car. 

The key to control of the highways is in the licens- 
ing of drivers. It requires no top-level conference to 
determine that. No matter how safe automobiles may 
be made, if irresponsibles are allowed to get behind the 
wheels, death and danger will continue to roam the 
roads. A licensing system which will weed out the 
reckless, the lawless and the incompetent—and keep 
them off the highways—is the first thing needed. 

It may be, as Mr. Roberts suggests, that some sort 
of co-ordinated action by national Governments, Proy- 
inces and States, is needed. But no effort of this kind 
will be effective unless and until each authority is doing 
its utmost in its own jurisdiction. Similarly, insistence 
upon safer cars Is useless unless licensing and enforce- 
ment produce safer drivers. 

Ontario will make a start on this first and essential 
reform with the New Year. Henceforth all prospective 
drivers will have to pass written examinations in order 
to obtain a license. Providing the tests are more strin- 
gent than the evidence indicates they now are, this 
should prevent the number of fools on the highways 
from being increased. The next big step—and it 
should be done immediately—is to get rid of irrespon- 
sibles now in the driver’s seat through proper re-test- 
ing and a point system of licensing. 

Ed Note: 
The aforegoing comments make interesting read- 
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ing but, having reference to a demand for a weeding-out 
system to get irresponsibles off the road, it would ap- 
pear that such a system might constitute a bureaucracy 
of staggering proportions. The idea of controlling 
horsepower output is, we believe, not without merit 
since speed and irresponsible driving habits seem to 
have something in common .. . the stimulus of speed 
having an effect similar to the stimulating reaction 
which power of any kind gives some people. It is in- 
teresting to note that no mention Is made of the role 
alcohol plays in creating a growing traffic menace in 
Ontario where it is a simple matter to purchase intoxi- 
cating liquor, drink an unsafe amount and climb in be- 
hind the wheel. Why is there a reluctance to include 
this dangerous situation when considering traffic acci- 
dents and possible ways of preventing them? 


MARGARINE FOR CANADIAN POOR 
CANADIAN BUTTER FOR RUSSIA 

It has been voted by the United Counties’ Coun- 
cil that the inmates of the Home for the Aged must now 
eat margarine in place of butter. This constitutes a sav- 
ing to the counties’ pocket-book, and we are assured 
that one product is just as nutritious as the other. So 
our conscience may be salved by either greasy sub- 
stance. 

BUT, Canada is selling butter, and now, wheat, 
to the Iron Curtain countries at subsidized prices: These 
subsidies come out of YOUR pocket. 

Since when must the poor of Canada eat margar- 
ine while the people of Russia and her satellites may 
consume Canadian products at less than it costs the 
people of Canada to produce them? 

We also point out that butter may be chemically 
processed for other uses than human consumption. 

If you are satisfied to have part of your tax dol- 
lar spent in feeding the people and maintaining the tools 
of war of your potential enemies—well and good. But 
why shouldn’t that tax dollar go back on the table and 
into the tummies of needy Canadians. 

“From swords to ploughshares’—that is a fine 
peace time objective but it appears that the Iron Cur- 
tain Countries intend to keep the swords and let us 
have the ploughshares. —Port Hope Guide. 


SECRET BUTTER PRICES 

There is an obvious world demand for butter. It 
is obvious not only because Canada is able to sell stor- 
age lots in the millions of pounds, but also because 
New Zealand has protested against price-cutting, since 
she had been receiving better prices from at least one of 
our recent customers, Czechoslovakia. But with all 
this inter-hemispheric trade, there seems to be no world 
price. . 

Agricultural Minister Gardiner, in confirming the 
Canadian policy of not selling below New Zealand’s 
price, added that he had been given a list of nations 
buying butter from New Zealand, and the prices involv- 
ed. But he cannot disclose the prices because they are 
confidential. Whatever the New Zealand prices are, 
they are more likely to represent some approximation of 
a world price, as she markets her butter to prevent the 
accumulation of surpluses, while Canada and the United 
States market theirs to work off surpluses accumulated 
under price-support plans. 

Nevertheless, the so-called freé world is getting no 
nearer the ideal of freely conducted multilateral trade 
when international prices are held to be confidential — 
which means secret, except for those who are accepted 
as confidants. By such manoeuvres, the element of 
auction is eliminated, and the world gets farther and 
farther away from the principles upon which interna- 
tional trade in commodities has been built. But perhaps 
there really is no limit to the extent to which such ab- 
normalities may pe accepted as being normal.

PRIVATE LIVES 

People were enormously interested in the Dionne 
quintuplets at the time of their birth, and for several 
years thereafter. But now that they are grown women, 
and death has reduced their number to four, does their 
every word and action, does every word and action of 
thelr parents and brothers and sisters, merit screaming 
headlines? 

There is, it would seem, a rift in the four young 
ladies’ relationship with the rest of the family. That is 
regrettable, as any family rift is regrettable. We can- 
not believe, however, that it is sufficiently important 
for some newspapers to make it their main item of at- 
tention for three days in a row—and, in so doing, to 
hound the four girls as Princess Margaret was hounded 
at the time of her marital decision. 

Every family has its differences in greater or lesser 
degree. Why single out the Dionnes? What makes 
their disagreement so spectacular? They are public 
figures, yes; but no more so than newspaper publishers. 
The latter, too, have domestic difficulties—some of 
which would make lively reading—but they are not 
spread about in print, and there is no reason why they 
should be. 

The quintuplets have left home, as most of us do at 
some time or another. They are at odds with the rest 
of the family, as most of us are at some time or another. 
Beyond that, what is there really to say? And who is 
there really that cares? —The Globe and Mail. 


DON’T FORGET THE CONSUMER 
, Businessmen, by and large, don’t like having goy- 
ernment tell them how to run their business. 

Strange, therefore, to find some businessmen in 
Ontario who want to have municipal authorities tell 
them what store hours they can keep and whether or 
not they can stay open at night. 

Keeping customers happy so that they will buy 
should be the principal concern of merchants. Munici- 
pal regulation is a poor way to go about getting more 
business and increasing sales. 

Merchants who want to keep customers happy 
would do well to note carefully the following resolution

DOWN THE DRAIN 

Detroit stores were crowded last week, but many of 
the shoppers were unusually slow on the buying trigger. 
“When customers look oyer newspaper advertisements,” 
one retailer said, “most of them are pre-sold. They 
know they want skates for the boy, and a tie for Uncle 
Bob. But now they come in and wander about from 
counter to counter.” 


As Detroit's newspaper strike stretched into its 
fourth week, James Webber, executive vice president of 
J. L. Hudson—the city’s mammoth downtown depart- 
ment store—pointed out that, while business was up 
over 1954 (when the city was undergoing a minor 
slump), volume “has not kept pace with the rate at 
which we were going prior to the emergency.” 

Others were feeling the pinch, too, The Times, The 
Free Press, and The News had probably lost in the 
neighbourhood of $3 million in advertising income since 
the strike began, and another $500,000 or so in circula- 
toinrevenue. The newsmen laid off by the three papers 

| were already out between $400, and $500,000 weekly in 
wages. 

On the strike front itself there was little apparent 
progress. Although the publishers and the stereotypers 
were reportedly within $7.50 a week of a wage agree- 
ment, at least two other unions had also asked permis- 
sion of their executive boards to strike. —Newsweek.

Lindsay's second house fire | 
in as many days, drew a fair- 
sized crowd of spectators, de- 
spite a bitterly cold east wind, 
which would have discourag- 
ed those who were not ex- 
céeedingly interested in how 
the town’s fire brigade battles 
these mid-winter blazes. 

The fire took place in a 
cabin-style home at 2045)

“fhe scene, to be followed in a 
few minutes by the fire fight- 
ing apparatus, with two men) 
aboard. 

A spectator who was at the fire 
from the beginning told “The Post’ 
he was impressed by the evident de- 
sire of firefighters to conquer the 
blaze, but he was also impressed 
with an apparent need for greater 
training in some aspects of fire- 
fighting. 

“Remember,” he told “The Post”, | 
I have nothing but praise for the} 
courage of our firefighters, but I 
would like to recount to you some 
of the things that took place after 
the fire truck arrived at the scene: 

“When the fire truck pulled up 
gp the front of the house, a fireman 
Goses the end of the hose and 
Tan to the side of the burning build- 
ing. When he was in position he 
hajled his partner stationed at the 
hydrant some distance away and 
told him to turn on the water. After 
a wait of some time, with nothing 
happening, the fireman looked a- 
round, and checking he saw the 
other end of the hose dragging be- 
hind him, - - - hooked onto noth- 

It was later learned that the 
fireman had galloped to the fire 
With the wrong hose. 

“After one hose had been activat- 
ed, the crew on the nozzle, (the yol- 
unteers had arrived at this time) 
worked their way to the front door 
and the leading man hoisted a 
heavily-booted foot and smashed 
the glass and frame from the door, 
then blithely reached down, turn- 
ed the knob from the outside and 
walked in. The building, it appear- 
ed, was unlocked after a:i. 

“When the fire had been extin- 
guished, the large 242 inch hose was 
left running at full blast, lying on 
the ground at a corner to the rear 
of the house, which is built on 
somewhat of a slope So as the 
water flowed into the building from 
the a fireman stood at the 
front door with a shovel busily 
scooping out the water which was 
pouring in bebind him.” 

The fire, located in a small 
ant house at the rear of 20 Mary 
St. E. was caused say firemen, by 
overheated stovepipes on a small 
heater-type stove which had been 
lighted earlier in the day. The pipes | 
passed very close to a wall, and it; 
is believed the heat from the pipes 
caused the wallboard to ignite. The | 
flames shot up on both sides of the | 
chimney, extending through the} 
roof at one point. 

The building is owned by Mrs, A.| 
Patterson, 8 Mary E. and had been| 
rented a week ago to a Mr, Sin- 
clair, Mrs. Patterson's son sald 
today that Mr. Sinclair had planned | 
to move his family in the house| 
Wednesday or Thursday and had lit | 
the stove to take out the chill. No} 
one was home at the time of the 
fire, and fortunately none of the | 
furniture had yet been moved in. 
Neighbours, spotting the smoke, 
sounded the alarm. 

Police arrived at the fire several 
minutes before the fire truck, which 
Was manned by one regular fire-| 
man and one volunteer. The regular 
fireman was dropped off about a 
block away to hook the hase to the 
hydrant and the yolunteer brought | 
the yehicle to the scene of the fire, 
started the pumper, and dragged the 
hose to the building.

‘HE prospect of interplanetary travel within the 

near future, suggested by the government's 
launching of “Project Vanguard,” is one of the 
biggest stories in the world as the new year begins. 
‘There is vital new reason for being acquainted with 
the mown physical laws underlying all “Project 
Vanguard” and lesser rocket research and govern- 
ing all space travel developments, 

Cultivating familiarity with these laws through 
ready-made equipment to be found in almost any 
home, Is an interesting and stimulating hobby, In 
many of the discussions of space travel found in 
print or heard over the radio there are statements 
that run counter to basic or known scientific facts. 
‘The home hobbyist, having performed certaln tests, 
fs better equipped to evaluate the space travel spec- 
ulations, He can understand when and where they 
are implausible or impractical, 

Some excursions into basic physics that can be 
carried out in the home with simple equipment are 
{llustrated in these drawings of Jeanyee Wong in 
2 new book, Experiments in the Principles of Space 
Travel, by Franklyn M, Branley (Crowell: $2). 

The device depicted is a “jet spinner,” which, the 
author says, “will give you a better idea why and 
how a jet engine works.” Construction details:

INEFFECTIVE PASSING ATTACK 
CAUSES REGENTS TO DROP GAME 
TO LAKEFIELD BY 4-2 MARGIN 


Lack of an effective passing at- 
tack inside the opponents’ blue line 
cost the Lindsay Regents a much 
needed win at Peterboro Friday 
night when Lakefield Lumbermen 
snatched a 4-2 win from the Reg-

For most of the first two periods 
the Regents had the Lumbermen

opportunities. Red Wasson in the 
Lakefield goal proved a considerable 
obstacle but at times the Regents 
had the Lakefield defense flound- 
ering but were unable to score. 

An effective power play by the 
Regents should have turned the 
tables as the Lumbermen seryed 
eight minor penalties to three by 
the Regents.

18 CENTS PER BOOK... 

One of the more factual and comprehensive address- 
es made at the inaugural meeting of Lindsay’s Council 
was that delivered by Mr. A. T. Lacey, chairman of the 
Lindsay Library Board. It was a talk which presented 
statistics which were, unlike many breakdowns of a 
municipal enterprise's operations, easy to follow and 
informative. 

It was revealed by the chairman that $10,000 (ap- 
proximately) made up the entire budget of the Library 
Board, from which salaries amounting to $4,688 (by 
no means high) had to be provided for in 1955. In 
that year the library board purchased $2,178 worth of 
books and periodicals, thus having available approxi- 
mately only $3,134 with which to buy fuel, supplies and 
provide maintenance, 


As of November 1955, the chairman noted that 
there were 3,541 borrowers, 22,777 books on the 
shelves and borrowers had taken out 55,412 books. On 


the basis of the $10,000 budget of which the town pays 
approximately $7,500, the per book cost of operating 
the library was about 18 cents. 

The per-book-loaned cost of operating the library 
seems very reasonable in the light of present inflation- 
ary trends as does the budget on which the library op- 
erates and we believe those who use the library would 
like members of the board and staff to know their con- 
tribution to the life of the community is appreciated. 

It was revealed at the meeting that the library faces 
the necessity of providing a new source of heat since 
the present furnace is, to quote the chairman, “worn 
out.” If memory serves correcily, it seems there was 
talk at one time of having the library heated from a 
central heating system to be installed at the Town Hall. 
This idea appealed as being practical but for some rea- 
son was shelved. By re-considering the heating re- 
quirements of that central block of public buildings ad- 
joining the library at an early date, needed changes 
could probably be effected during the coming warm 
tmonths. It would be a tragedy if a faulty heating sys- 
tem were allowed to endanger the attractive building 
which houses the library.

Low Modern 


Modern home design has in- 
creased the importance of the 
Jawn to the home landscape. 
The house with low spreading 
lines finds a harmonious frame 
and foreground in the flawless 
green carpet upon which it 
rests. 

Without care a fine lawn is 
impossible, wherever it is at- 
tempted. With care, there are 
Several fine lawn grasses avail- 
able to Americans, the most 
widely used being blue grass. 
Since the earliest days, Ken- 
tucky blue grass has been the 
chief reliance for lawns in the 
northern states. 

Its rugged persistence in over- 
coming obstacles to its growth 
may sometimes encourage neg- 
lect. Its beauty, hardiness and 
quick response to favorable 
treatment have kept it in first 
place against many rivals for 
More than a century. 

Good treatment is much the 
same for all lawn grasses. In 
soil requirements they are sim- 
ilar to other plants. The soil 
should be porous, to provide 
Sood drainage, and should con- 
tain organic matter to hold in 
Storage water and plant food 
for the plants to use, These 
qualities should be checked, and 
if necessary improved, before 
any seed is sown. 

Though late summer or early 
foll is the best time, most new 
lawns are made in the spring. 
As soon as the ground has 
thawed out and is dry enough 
for working, seed for a new 
lawn may be sown. 

The first step is to apply plant 
food. Three or four pounds of

sufficient. Half of this may be 
spread evenly over the area 
and spaded under. The lawn 
should then be raked smooth 
and leveled before seed is sown. 

The remaining half of the 
Plant food may then be mixed 
with the seed and both spread 
together, preferably with a fer- 
tilizer spreader, which will ap- 
ply it evenly at the rate recom- 
mended by the supplier. The 
seed and plant food should be 
raked into the top soil. Then 
use a lawn roller or tamper to 
compact the soil. This will as- 
sist germination and the early 
growth of seedlings. 

The soil should: not be allowed 
to dry out until the seed has 
germinated, even though this 
requires frequent sprinkling. If 
is delayed until warm 
weather, it may be necessary 
to cover the surface with straw 
or similar material to shade the 
surface and check drying, while 
admitting both air and light. 

After the grass gets a good 
start sprinkling should be less 
frequent, with more water ap- 
plied at a time. Established 
lawns should be watered when 
they need it, with a thorough 
soaking. 

Careful tests have shown that 
an adequate supply of nitrogen 
throughout the summer is neo- 
essary, to keep blue grass grow- 
ing vigorously. This may be 
supplied by using a plant food 
which releases its nitrogen slow-

ARE WE DOING ALL WE CAN 


TO IMPROVE THE LOT 
OF OUR FARMERS? 


As at any inaugural meeting of Council there were 
the usual number of optimistic “hail-fellow”’ type of 
speeches delivered at Monday’s opening meeting of 


Lindsay’s Council. While 


many of these addresses 


were interesting and, frequently had a touch of humour, 
we were particularly impressed with the remarks of Dep- 
uty-reeve W. Worsley of Fenelon Township. 


Mr. Worsley, while not 


painting a word picture of 


despair and hopelessness, or to use his own words “a 
lament”, nevertheless succeeded in bringing the meet- 
ing down to earth by telling his listeners a few plain 


truths about the state of agriculture in this area. 


He 


told the meeting he had heard glowing references made 
by other speakers to the prosperity of the community 
and nation but observed that the “rural situation is not 


healthy.”

A MUNICIPAL CALENDAR 
NEEDED FOR LINDSAY 

During the past year it was apparent to those who 
were called upon to attend meetings in the town that 
there was considerable overlapping. It was not unusual 
for one, two and on the odd occasion, three meetings 
of municipal importance to be in progress at one time. 
This sort of thing puts an unnecessary strain on con- 
scientious officials who feel they should attend all func- 
tions having a bearing on affairs of the community and 
if it weren't avoidable it would be excusable. 

The solution to the problem might lie in establishing 
a municipal calendar which would operate along the 
same lines that a large hotel would announce its various 
conventions during the month. This would prevent 
overlapping and could result in a more orderly system of 
meetings whereby those of lesser importance could be 
held on days or nights which would be less suitable for 
functions commanding more attention. Such a cal- 
endar could be made public each week so the citizens 
of the town would be fully informed on what is taking 
piace. 

Any objections? If not, and if you like the idea 
talk it up with municipal officials - - - the mayor, reeve, 
deputy-reeve, councillors and so forth. 


WELL ORGANIZED AND CONDUCTED 

It has been said that when a person does a job well 
no praise is needed because the satisfaction of having 
done the job well is ample reward. However, in the 
case of the Lindsay Boy Scouts’ first “operation bon- 
fire’ designed to get rid of the town’s discarded 
Christmas trees, we feel the competence with which the 
effort was organized and carried out deserves honour- 
able mention. It was apparent to those who attended 
the ceremony that the scouts had things well in hand. 
They did a grand job under the handicap of intense cold 
and it was obvious they had the cooperation of many 
private citizens and officials of the town.

It is likely that some people who work for a living 
Tegret to see the passing of the New Year's holiday be- 
cause it brings them to a long period of toil, unbroken ex- 
cept for fleeting weekend respites. Observance of the 
Christmas and the New Year holidays in rapid succes- 
sion tends to make the gap between these holidays and 
Easter seem great indeed. The proximity of the two 
festive holidays also serves to remind us of a lack of 
balance which has resulted in the allocation of national 
holidays .... It’s either a feast or a famine... a flock of 
long weekends one year, a dearth another . . . influ- 
enced, perhaps, in no small degree by an unwillingness 
to face up to the fact that a slight adjustment in custom 
could erase many seeming inconsistencies in the obser- 
vance of holidays. 

It would provide some interesting discussion and 
might yield some blessings if it were possible to elimin- 
ate the bias of custom and agree on a method of allo- 
cating holidays so as to ensure more evenly distributed 
rest periods. Any such proposal advanced at a level 
which could result in official action would undoubtedly 
get reaction.... what kind is another matter. 

In the meantime, fortified with a couple of long 
weekends and too much food, many of us will look for- 
ward to the current holiday-less period with a degree of 
pleasant anticipation, secure in the knowledge that we 
may be able to finish some of our delayed projects with- 
out fear of interruption. How relaxing to be able to 
devote more of our thoughts to honest labour! 


ANOTHER YEAR 

The full moon wanes. The winter solstice is be- 
hind, days now lengthen and, by tradition, cold strength- 
ens. The new year is here, the totting-up time, time 
for the backward look and acceptance, time for the 
Jong look ahead. 

It is man’s year, of course, a knot he ties in the 
cord of time to simplify his own counting, even as the 
days and the hours and the seconds of the minutes. 
Man made it not only plausible but useful to himself by 
giving it mathematical verity. Still, it is man’s year, 
in no wise accountable to the hibernating woodchuck 
or the waiting root, which respond to a simpler system 
numbered by seasons and sunrises. Of all creatures, man 
is the only one who counts his own heartbeats and 
measures his own footsteps. Man is an actuarial crea- 
ture, in fact. 

Escape the tables and you emerge into a world of 
winter which overlaps hours, days and months, not to 
mention years. For there is the time, too, of the hills 
and the rocks and the ice and the winds. No year 
stands alone, nor any season. All are a part of the 
great rounds, in which we participate but which we can 
never really alter. We count, we calculate, but all our 
counting and calculation are of the stuff of time and 
eternity. They are but refinements of the tree's 
counting in terms of growth rings. 

Time is ours to know in its passing. The years are 
ours to live, to mature, to ripen into wisdom. And the 
days are ours to use, dawn to dawn. So we call it New 
Year, and the ice lies deep, the sun sectors the southern 
sky, the pine stands green and the maple stands bare; 
and ahead waits an equinox, April, spring. That is the 
new year's meaning, even now, another spring, another 
summer. —The New York Times. 


ACCUMULATED GARBAGE 

Harassed householders may be pardoned for think- 
ing that the holiday spirit is too generous which leaves 
their garbage uncollected for an entire week at Christ- 
mas and, for many of them, during another week over 
New Year's. There was only one collection in two of 
the three residential zones in the week following Christ- 
mas, and because Monday was a holiday, only one col- 
lection this week in the areas where pick-ups are nor- 
mally made on Mondays and Thursdays.

We can praise neither the efficiency nor the public 
service of a garbage collection system which is cut in 
half in the year's biggest week for trash, domestic waste 
and wet garbage. People do not have enough proper 
containers to keep the household’s mountainous Christ- 
mas refuse for a whole week. And so to their personal 
inconvenience is added a public pestilential menace. Is 
the Sanitation Department so hide-bound or so care- 
less of responsibility that it cannot devise an adequate 
schedule for a critical week? (Peterboro Examiner) 


HE COULDN'T AFFORD 
TO PICKET GENERAL MOTORS 

There have been some very interesting develop- 
ments in connection with the strike at General Motors 
plant in Oshawa which have come to the notice of people 
in Lindsay. 

During the Christmas season, for example, we 
talked with a young man who worked there previous to 
the strike and he made this statement in reply to the 
question “Didn’t you realize what was apt to happen 
when you voted to strike?” ‘Well, I voted to go on 
strike alright but I never expected a strike would come 
... we thought the threat of a strike would force the 
company’s hand.” This man was fortunate, he secur- 
ed temporary Christmas employment to brighten the 
season. 

Another young man who called at “The Post” after 
Christmas had not been so fortunate. He was unmar- 
ried, without a home and with no means of support. 
Asked if the union didn’t take care of the struck men, 
he declared there was no provision for men in his cate- 
gory except to do strike duty (if it was available) at 
$8 per week .... ‘I couldn’t afford to do that”, he de- 
clared, “It wouldn’t begin to keep me.” 

Strikers are not eligible for unemployment insur- 
ance. 

The facts revealed in the aforegoing make it appar- 
ent that striking has its disadvantages. They also 
cause us to wonder just how well-informed strikers-to- 
be are on the matter of possible consequences before a 
strike vote is taken in any plant. The General Motors 
strike may have served a useful purpose if it alerts em- 
ployees to the need for examining the pros and cons 
of strike action as it would apply to them personally. 
It’s an awfully bleak world when there’s no food in the 
larder and no money with which to buy it! 


ENFORCEMENT IS THE ANSWER 
TO AUTO FATALITIES 

It would be monotonous were it not tragic. Hvery 
holiday week-end, summer and winter, brings with it a 
press association survey of fatalities — in which auto- 
mobile accidents invariably play a leading role. During 
the Christmas and New Year seasons, in particular, the 
automobile takes its greatest toll and thereby casts a 
dark shadow over a period which is supposed to bring 
with it family reunions and general happiness. 

Unfortunately, it would seem that the problem is 
approached with a lamentable lack of realism and more 
than a little hypocrisy. In the press, on the radio and 
on television, public men deprecate the unnecessary loss 
of life and discuss ways and means of relieving the car- 
nage. This reason and that reason are advanced for 
the irresponsibility and carelessness, which are the 
basic causes of the great majority of the automobile fa- 
talities, and this suggestion and that suggestion offer- 
ed as a palliative for the regrettable situation. 

The fact is—but seldom is the point made in the 
publicity which attends the publication of the death-roll 
—that there is no measure which, above all others, 
would have the effect of diminishing it materially. It is 
the putting off the streets and the highways, indefin- 
itely, of the driver of a death car where carelessness or 
lack of consideration can be proven. 

It hardly seems reasonable that a driver who has 
been found guilty of criminal negligence in an automo- 
bile fatality should be—as so often is the case—deprived 
of his driving licence for a period of only three months, 
six months or, at most, a year, In nine cases out of ten 
the same driver will come back after his enforced driv- 
ing inactivity as a potential killer, 

Law enforcement, not new or revised traffic laws, 
is the obvious solution to the carnage on our streets 
and our roads. Public authorities, one is led to sus- 
pect for reasons of their own, close their eyes to the 
fact however. —The Financial Times. 


WEED OUT THE INCORRIGIBLES 

Deeply concerned over Ontario's total of highway 
casualties, Attorney General Roberts has come out in 
favor of retesting drivers, commencing with those hay- 
ing accident records. It is estimated that 16 per cent. 
of drivers are responsible for most accidents, and that 
aboul one-tenth of these are the real trouble makers, 
being accident-prone, ignorant of the rules- or just in- 
different to safety practices. 

Last October the minister called upon police 
throughout the province to bear down on this hard core 
and get habitual bad drivers off the highways. As a 
matter of fact, retesting is going on all the time in On- 
tario, but with no fixed plan or deadline, as in some 
jurisdictions. In British Columbia, for example, a five- 
year retest is compulsory. Manitoba has a point Sys- 
tem which it is intimated may be adopted here. It was 
recommended a year and a half ago by the technical 
committee of the Ontario Safety Conference. Demerit 
marks are imposed for traffic violations, and a limit set 
at which the right to drive is withdrawn. 

As stated in these columns before, there is ample 
justification for wholesale retesting, if only because a 
high proportion of Ontario drivers in many year's away 
from the original examination, which may have been 
more casual than is now the case, If they are still com- 
petent drivers, acquainted with the Traffic Act and 
and habituated to observe its provisions, no harm is 
done by a retest. If otherwise, the factor of public 
safety must determine whether or not they continue to 
be licensed, —The Telegram.

Powerful Chemical Tools 
For Canadian Farmers 

An agricultural chemist predicts 
substituted urea herbicides will be, 
in his words, “the most versatile 
and powerfu) chemical tools working 
for Canadian agriculture.” 

A. R. Appleton, representative of 
a chemical firm (Du Pont of 
Canada) reviewed the work being 
done with urea formulations for the 
eastern section of the National Weed 
Committee. 

Appleton says the herbicides are 
being tested in several Canadian 
locations. Success will mean an end 
to hoeing and mowing. The effects 
will be longer lasting and, according 
to Appleton, cheaper to achieve in 
the long run.

Ti HYPOCHONDRIAS 

Hypochondriasis has been defined 
as a morbid anxiety about health, 
often associated with a simulated 
disease and more or Jess pronounced 
meJancholia. The patient who pays 
excessive attention to his physical 
symptoms i, a hypoccondriac. The 
healthy person pays little attention 
te thle ordinary workings of his 
crgans. He chews and swallow, and 
breathes without noticing, and so for 
otnmer functions. A hypochondriac 
crn the other hand. is excessively 
preoccupieg with some one or more 
of hic functions and the conscious 
performance of a function which is 
usualiy done automatically, swallow_ 
ing for mMstance, rapidly gives rise 
fo the idea that the swallowing is 
not being done proverly; it is but 
ene step fo a further notion that 
there is an obstruction in the gullet, 
or something of the kind. 


The digestive apparatus is the 
most usual preoccupation of the 
hypochondriac, but it may be the 
| bladder, the lungs, the heart. the 
hheaa or some other organ. There 
is sssociated depression and perhaps 
sleeplessness. Sometimes the basis 
of the troubles may be some little 
disorder in parts concerneq which 
would not bother the ordinary per- 
son. The treatment of hypchondri- 
asis is frequently unsatisfactory. 


Dr. L. G. Moenen in his book, 
Office Psychiatry, says that the 
Tost common hypochondriac is a 
middle-aged male who haunts the 
offices of internists demanding “a 
complete. thorough examination.” 
He reads the health column, in the 
newspapers, follows various fad diets. 
continually searches for some medi- 
cal magic, demands the newest 
wonder drugs, and keeps his house= 
hold revolving around his yiscera 
(nnards). 

Dr. Moench feel; that the begin- 
ning of hypochondriasis usually lies 
In early childhood. His mother's 
overstrictness ald excessive concern 
with toilet training leads the child 
to place a premium on the func- 
tioning of his body. If he finds 
praise only for toilet successes and 
for eating ang for taking his vi- 
tamir capsules. he will continue to 
use his body functions as a means 
of winning approvaly Later in life 
he is baffled by the failure to attain 
love ang affection by attending to 
his body duties anq will seek the 
substitutes of pity, sympathy and 
attention. 
| Childhood illnesses furnish 2 
fertile area for the development of 
a bypochondriac.. The child learns 
that he can contro] the environ- 
ment by being sick; he gets special 
attention and affection, he is ex- 
cused from responsibility, he is not 
expected to behave maturely, he 
can take his mother’s sttention from 
a rival brother or sister or from 
her bridge club. If he is unable to 
develop better ways. he will still 
continue to Use these same patterns 
later in life. 

Im all fairness, however, I think 
we should realize that there is pro- 
bably a little bit of the hypochon- 
driae in al] of us. Have not many 
of us uség & headache or some other 
physical symptom to avoid doing 
something we do not wish to do or 
to obtain sympathy?

Suspends Sentence, 
imposes Liquor Ban 


On The Household 


‘A last-minute intervention during 
tke court case Friday a.m. by some 
neighbours in Wilberforce resulted 
in a woman avoiding a jail sentence 
and receiving a two-year suspended 
sentence Instead. 

The trial of the Wilberforce 
woman who pleaded guilty to six 
charges of uttering forged cheques 
over a three-month period was pro- 
ceeding and hag reached the stage 
where His Worship was about to 
pass sentence, which, he said, would 
amount to about six-months in jail, 
when two Wilberforce neighbours | 
entered the Courtroom and offered | 
to make ful) restitution for the| 
accused in the amount of $200.50 
plus costs of $30, A five-minute ad- 
journment was cated, and after 
consultation with the Crown and 
the solicitor of the accused, the case 
resumed and Magistrate R. I. Moore 
tolq the accused that since restitu- 
tion had been made, he had changed 
his mind about sending her to the 
reformatory, but would place her 
on gq suspended sentence 

However, he required that a $500. 
bond be signeq with the following 

conditions: that after paying the 
costs and making restitution, she 
would get a job ang support her 
children; abstain from liquor for 
two years: report to the OPP if 
, liquor fs brought into the home by 
her husband or any other person. 

Magistrate Moore bnd a few criti- 
cal comment, to make about op- 
erations of finance companies after 
some evidence was presented to 
him. 

It was learned that the accused 
had. accounts owing at two finance 
companies, and that in November 
she went to a loan firm and asked 
for an additional joan of $50. while 
still owing money on a previous loan. 
His Worship noted ‘hat at the time 
neither she nor her husbanq were 
employed or had any visible support. 

“Well, the finance company cer- 
tainly seem to do alright for them- 
selves, the way they keep kiting up 
a person’s account. I was talking 
to a man only the other day who 
hhad borrowed $300. and before they 
get finished with him, he owed them 
over $1,000,” said His Worship. 

Crown Attorney Jordan comment- 
ed that he guessed he was in the 
wrong business. 

“Well”, sald His Worship, “looking 
at these cards from the finance 
companies shows me why this 
woman’; husbang didn’t have to 
bother about getting money to make 
or help make restitution for her.” 

It was pointed out in Court that 
examination of the liquor book of 
the accused showed that seven bot- 
tles of liquor had been purchased 
on the day that she bad cashed one 
of the allegedly forged cheques. 

Mr. Gordon Pepper of the Child- 
ren’s Aid Society told the Court he 
had visited the woman's husband 
while she was in jail, and when he 
interviewed him he was intoxicated, 
and denied having knowledge of hig 
wife bringing liquor home to him, 
as she had stated she had in Court 

His Worship said that he was of 
the opinion that the family was 
a disgrace and he only felt sorry 
for their two children who are 
greatly admired in the community. 
It was learned that the children 
were being cared for by. neighbours 
while their mother was in jail. The 
accused had been behind bars since 
December 16th. 

Mr. Pepper also said that the 
accused was a heavy drinker as well 
as her husband He said that the 
husband had obtained a job not 
long ago, but had worked for three 
hours and quit. 

Magistrate Moore, before releasing 
the woman, advised her that it 

might be advisable for her to take 
the children and come to family 
court to seek full custody of them.

pearing here in another Court 
shortly anyway,” he stated.

veloping far northern defenses. 

Eisenhower's reference to this 
country came during his State of 
the Union address which was read 
tu the United States Congress. 

The American President sald “to 
stvengthen our continental defense, 


United States and Canada 
{in the closest co-operation, have 
| substantially augmented early 


warning radar networks,” 

The added “great progress is be- 
ing made in extending surveillance 
of the Arctic, the Atlantic and the 
Pacific approaches to North Amer- 
ica,” 
| Most of Eisenhower's 
|dealt with domestic matters, 
| on International issues he said; 

“The outlook ig bright with prom- 
ise’ but he warned that Russia and 
|Red China “continue to be a ser-

The Soviet Union, he said, has

A warning to hunters ang resi- 
dents in the Lindsay-Omemee areas 
is contained in Pete McGillen’s 
“Outdoor Column” of Friday, It 
has to do with rabies which have 
been proyen to have infected at 
least two foxes in this district, 

“Rabies are apparently spreading 
across Ontario. Two foxes, one near 
Lindsay and other near Omemee, 
have been found rabid. Hunters and 
farmers should have dogs that are 
running free vaccinated against this 
deadly allment. Any hunter who 
sees a fox that doesn’t scamper out 
of sight in a hurry should kill it at 
once, anq don’t handle the animal 
without gloves. If the saliva of a 
rabid fox gets into a cut on a 
human's hand it could be serious. 
Rabies is Delieved to be nature's way 
of redu¢ing the fox ang wolf popu- 
Jations, which are now at high 
levels, especialy fox. Hunters can 
help curb the disease by reducing 
the foxes. 

“Any person {n rural parts who 
sees a fox that appears to be sick 
Or injured should exercise great 
care in approaching it. The odds 
are the animal has rabies, and any 
astempt to pet it, or carry it home 
Is unwise. A bite from a rabid dog,

The 
industrial committee has had many 
disucssions on our industrial pro- 
gramme. Proposals for a greatly ex~ 
panded programme will be placed 
before Council immediately. We 
know that such an increased effort 
will cost money. It will be up to 
Council to weight the possible ad- 


vantages against the proposed 
cost.”

Mr. Jasper Forman Gives Reasons 
Why HSA Board Endorses Expansions 
While Existing Schools Stand Empty 


TO THE EDITOR 
OF THE DAILY POST 

Dear Sir:- 

Your editorial in Friday’s paper 
entitled “The people are wondering” 
added to by your Saturday editorial 
“Truce Flags’ has prompted me 
to write this letter which I hope 
you wil} see fit to publish and which 
I also hope will help in some smal 
degree to satisfy those who are 
“wondering”. 

May I deal first with the need 
for the “Truce Flags” ana point 
out that there is mo need for any 
friction between County and Town, 
nor between the Town Council anc 
Victoria County High Schoo] Area 
Board. We are all one people and 
all want to live together in Peace 
and Harmony. If we cannot do this 
what hope is there that the United 
Nations composed of people with 
different languages, different reli- 
gions, different forms of Govern- 
ment ang different traditions, can 
possibly Harmony and 
Peace. 

It we cannot, then we musi as- 
sume that they cannot and if they 
cannot, then we must face a Nu- 
clear War, and after that, those, 
if any, who survive, will likel¢ he 
living in shell holes and caves in 
the ground as our ancestors did 
ten thousand years ago and they 
will not be troubled with High 
School or Town of Lindsay pro- 
blems. 

Let us face the facts that tnere 
is still a resentment following the 
lawsuit about the one mill but also 
let us give the facts to the public 
about this one mill. In 1950 tae 
spade work was done to form the 
present Area and at that time the 
Town Council agreed to pay a grant, 
to the Area Board equal to one mill 
on the equalized Assessment ot 
Lindsay, and then pay a share of 
the balance after that grant and 
all other grants had been estimeted, 
such share to be based on the per- 
centage of Lindsay’s equalized as- 
sessment compared with the assess 
ment of the whole Area. 

It fs quite true that at that time 
No one knew how large the Area 
would be when formed and it is 
also true that most of us, working 
on the project, expected that an 
aree would be formed includirz 
most of South Victoria with a 
schoo] in Lindsay and another one 
formed in North Victoria with a 
school in Fenelon Falls. However, 
a number of the Municipalities were 
headed by men who wanted one 
Area only and this Area to operate 
two schools. I personally contacted 
an official of the Department of 
Education who assured me that 
such was permissible but that tne 
decision must be made locally. In 
other words, while the Department. 
Was and stil is very willing to help, 
they wil] not dictate to any mun- 
cipality nor to any School Board 
just what they must or must not 
do. 

Though very active in the form- 
ing of this Area I can assure you, 
Mr. Editor, that prior to 1953 J hail 
never heard one word frum anyone 
representing Lindsay nor in Lindsay 
objecting to the Area growing to 
include what we all at first believed 
would be two Areas, It has been 
suggested that because the Area 
grew to be larger than was at first 
suggested (and it was only a sug- 
gestion) that Lindsay was unfairly 
dealt with and there-fore should 
nol keep its end of the bargain to 
pay the extra mill. But those peo- 
ple have failed to remind all and 
sundry that each addition to the 
suggested Area and each addition 
later to the existing Area, while 
bringing extra burdens also brought 


work in 


extra assessment to help carry 
those burdens. This fact, that all 
Municipalities or parts thereof 


joining the Area, bring with them 
their assessment and such assess- 
ment is added to the whole, should 
be stressed until every taxpayer in 
the whole County and Area knows 
it well and doesn’t forget it. 

Of course, one may say that some 
parts of the Area have small assess- 
ments and some may sugges’ that 
therefore they do not help very 
much in paying all the costs of ed- 
ucation but this can be said also of 
all County expenditures, all Pro- 
vinelal expenditures and all Do- 
minion expenditures and yet we 
accept the fact that in all sucn 
matters the strong must and do 
help the weak 

Since the Area was formed on 
the agreement that Lindsay would

pay an extra mill and since they 
paid it without murmur in 1951 and 
again in 1952 and suddenly (with- 
out consultation with anyone out- 
side the Council), decided in 1953 
that they would not pay the same 
and since, when approached, they 
refused to ask for arbitration (a 
right which they had then, still 
have and always have had), the} 
Area Board had (no other course | 
to follow except to attempt to col- | 
lect by due process of Law. Let 

me give an illustration as folows, — | 
suppose a businessman on Kent | 
Street paid his real estate taxes and 
then announced that he would not 
pay his business tax. Further sup 

pose that this man was a very good 
friend of each and every member of 
Council, could the members of Coun- 
cil say—“Let him go. We'll not try} 
to collect,”"? No—a thousand times | 
No! It would be the duty of Council | 
to try to collect those taxes by due 
process of Jaw and if they succeeded, 
well and good. If they failed they 
would have to grin and bear it, but 
each member would have the satis- | 
faction of knowing that he had done | 
his best and had been true to the | 
oath which he took ‘when he was | 
sworn in as a member, namely—‘“to 
serve without fear or favour”. If 
we in this Christian Land are not 
true to. these oaths we take when 
being sworn in as members of Coun- 
cils or Boards we shall soon descend 
from the high plane which Britisa 
Democracy has reached and which, | 
by the way, is the hope of the civ- | 
ilized world at present. Our Area | 
Board members had taken such 
oaths and we had no alternative 
but to impartially proceed by due 
Process of law to collect the rates 
upon which we had based our es- 
timates. Whether we failed or suc- 
ceeded to collect we would at least 
have clear consciences. 

This, of course, was not really 
a lawsuit between the Board and | 
the Council although we were nam- | 
ed in the Style of Cause but a law- 
suit between the taxpayers of Lind- | 
say and the taxpayers of the out-| 
side Municipalities and as a tax- 
payer of Lindsay I realize only two 
well that I lost the case along with | 
all the other taxpayers of Lindsay 
but as a member of the Board I 
kept my oath and, I hope, emerged 
unsullied through the whole trans- 
action as did all other members of 
the Board. Most important of all, 
the Town of Lindsay has fulfilled its 
obligations and kepts its word, since 
all have accepted the Court's decis- 
ion in a truly democratic fashion. 

Some may wonder why Lindsay 
agreed to pay the extra mill in the 
first place and why it is fair for 
us to continue to pay this on into 
the future. May I note the following 
reasons:— 

1, The School remains in the 
Town, although some suggestea 
moving it out into the country, 

2. The School is not only main- 
| tained in the Town but is greatly 

eepeds 
3. The enlarged School requires 
more Teachers, more caretakers, 
more supplies, etc, which result in 
approximately $200,000 per year be- 
ing pald in Lindsay and I suggest 
that a very large percentage of this 
ig also spent in Lindsay. This am- 
ount is more than double the am- 
ount paid and spent in Lindsay for 
Secondary School education prior 
to the forming of the Area. 

4. Lindsay students haye the ad- 
vantage of having the School in 
their own Municipality and need not 
take long tiresome bus rides each | 
morning and evening, They also 
have more opportunities to join in 
after-school activities. 

2. The large gymnasium is avail- 
able for many purposes when not 
needed for School purposes and is 
of much more value to those in 
Lindsay who live near than to those 
who live further away. 

6. Night classes are held in many 
courses and again it is a privilege 
which Lindsay folk have without 
leaving town, This list is mot ex- 
hausted but you, Mr. Editor, may 
think it long enough. 

Same may well ask why does not 
Fenelon Falls also pay an extra 
mill since they, too, haye a School 
With all the advantages that accrue 
to Lindsay. This is a question 
T, too, have asked and have found 
that when the Area was formed 
Lindsay entered the Area with a 
small deficit, while Fenelon Falls 
entered with a surplus which was 
great enough to equal an extra mill |

Lindsay’s Council and the High 
School Area Board have once again 
reached a tentative agreement re- 
garding plans for the expansion oi 
the LCI, as the result of a meeting 
Monday night of Council and the 
building committee of the HSA- 

In fact, it was earnestly proposed 
by Alderman Bruce Maidens thac 
the HSA Board plan for 2 12-room 
addition instead of the proposed 5- 
room addition. Mr. Maidens felt 
that if such a school were built nov, 
it would eliminate further problems 
of negotiations and some costs in 
the future when the school once 
again needed expansion. 

The building committee met with 
Council to show them the two plans 
which had been prepared by the 


| High School, and to discuss the in- 
tentions of the HSA Board, so thar 
Council would be fully informed on 
all matters. 


recalled that “Plan 1” called for an 
extension to the east of the present 
new wing of the school, involving 
11,240 square feet at an approximate 
cost of $124,000. He pointed out that 
the Board would require 60%: feet 
of property to the north of the 
existing building, which includes 
the 12 feet of land which the school 
had built upon and did not own. 
“Plan 2” was a continuing wing, 
which extended north from the 
present building. This would in- 
volve an area of 9,840 square feex, 
with an approximate cost of $108,000. 
The land to the north required fo> 
such expansion would be 107 feet. 


with “Plan 2” even though the cost 
meant a saving of about $16,000, 
there were certain disadvantages. 
such as a much too long corridor,

Many words have been spoken on occasions not too 
far removed concerning the need for improving relation- 
ships between the Town of Lindsay and the County of 
Victoria. Emphasis was placed on the importance of 
closer co-operation between the governing bodies 
town and county at the 1956 inaugural meeting 
Lindsay's Council at which time several complimentary 
things were said by town and county officials. 

By a coincidence, just a day or so before the | 
inaugural meeting, a member of Lindsay's Council 
observed that the flag on the Court House, the place 
where county council meets, was in a very tattered 
condition. He suggested a new one would be a decided 
improvement. 

As a result of the observation, it was deemed 
prudent to have a look at the town’s flag before suggest- 
ing that the county run up a new one. Careful observa- 
tion of the two flags led us to conclude that it looked like 
a case of “pot and kettle’. However, further consider- 
ation of the matter in the light of the town’s inaugural 
meeting addresses, prompts us to suggest that a nice 
way to get relations off to a good start in 1956 would 
be for the town and county to buy each other a spanking 
new flag. These flags, should relations ever tend to 
deteriorate, would serve to remind members of their 
good intentions at the New Year. 


A FIRM STAND... 

Those who are opposed to the raffling of cars as a 
means of raising money for service clubs will be pleased | 
to note the stand taken on this matter by Crown At- 
torney Alex Hall of Ontario County. Mr. Hall has | 
warned all and sundry in Ontario County that he will 
not tolerate the raffling of cars by service clubs in the 
county any longer. Further defining the reasons for 
taking this stand, the crown Attorney declared that the | 
practice has always been against the law but police had 
been tolerant towards service clubs which raffle off cars 
to raise money. | 

And then this final admonition: “In future I will 
order the cars seized and the owners will be hailed into 


court and charged with gambling . . . I expect service 
clubs will consider this sufficient warning and act ac- 
cordingly.” | 


Crown Attorney Hall's stand on this matter is like 
a refreshing breeze on a hot summer day in this age 
when car and other types of raffles are an obnoxious 
nuisance. It is time a halt was called to this practice 
not only in Ontario County, our western neighbour, but 
in all counties. People residing in areas where raffles 
prevail always take a new lease on life when the pr~-- 
pect of being ‘“‘dunned” to participate in a raffle of | 
kind or another fades. There is nothing more an 
ing than to have one’s progress along a busy thorou_—- 
fare impeded by someone trying to sell raffle tickets. 
Solicitations of this type are not only repulsive to many 
but frequently embarrassing. 

There isn’t any apparent reason why service clubs and 
other organizations wishing to raise funds cannot do so 
by giving value for value received. We have seen in- 
stances where “value for value” projects have been 
very successful, particularly do we recall the sale con- 
ducted last fall by the Kawartha Chapter IODE. There | 
is something about a legitimate undertaking wherein 
real value is offered that appeals to the public equally 
aS much as an out-and-out gamble... most people like 
to acquire a good product at a good price and we feel 
that organizations wishing to raise money and adopting 
a policy of this nature will be accorded public support. 


THE PEOPLE ARE WONDERING 

Interesting discussions haye been taking place | 
recently relative to proposed expansions to the Fenelon | 
Falls High School and Lindsay Collegiate Institute. The } 
two expansions would cost an estimated $180,000 and | 
satisfy the needs for a time—how long no one seems 
prepared to guess. 

While these proposals are being considered there 
are those in our midst who point out that there are 
two high schools in this district which are standing idle 
to accommodate the idea of centralizing the high school 
system. These people feel it is inconsistent with an ap- 
parent need for economy (a) to build high school ac- 
commodation when high schools exist which, if opened, 
would alleviate the pressure on Lindsay and (b) to con- 
tinue to centralize high school facilities when it means 
bringing children great distances to one or two schools 
when they might just as well be going to schools right 
at their back door. : 

It is sometimes argued that the teachers in the 
centralized schools are of higher calibre but with this 
many cannot entirely agree, not that they do not think 
Lindsay or Fenelon Falls teachers capable, but simply 
because some of the teachers who taught in school now 
closed were absorbed by the centralized schools. 

It would be impossible to cover all phases of this 
subject in one fell swoop but there seems to be suffic- 
ient evidence to warrant a full-dress debate as to why 
we should continue to expand Lindsay and Fenelon 
Falls schools while other district high schools decay for 
want of usage. This is especially true when other es- 
sential services are handicapped by lack of funds.

A PUFF FOR NEWSPAPERS 

Print may be old-fashioned compared with TV and 
radio, but it still delivers the information in the best 
fashion. Detroiters have re-discovered this value. For 
more than a month Detroit’s three major daily news- 
papers have been closed by strikes. Citizens went to 
extraordinary lengths to get out-of-town newspapers. 
Merchants went to frantic ones. 

Lacking the usual newspaper channels for advertis- 
ing their goods, merchants put up bill-boards: they plast- 
ered their windows and the streets with hand-bills; they 
tried telephone campaigns; they fought for and bought 
new or extra radio and TV time: they went into direct- 
mail advertising. All this merely kept the business pot 
simmering; it never came to a boil. Inthe four weeks 
before Christmas, usually the best shopping month of 
the year, and in this past Christmas season which else- 
where all accross the continent was the biggest buying 
surge in the history of stores. retail business in Detroit 
fell off by an average of ten per cent. 

There was no shortage of buying dollars in Detroit. 
There was no lack of incentive (merchants put on 
big sales with special reductions in order to whip up 
custom). The lack was simply and solely: newspapers. 
People have confidence in their daily papers. They 
read the advertisements, remember them, not them and 
reflect on them at leisure. Without this newspaper 
guidance, Detroit shoppers did not shop. They did not 
know who was selling what and for how much. They 
were not impelled to go out and to spend by the other 
advertising mediums to which the merchants resorted. 

If people do not believe everything they read in 
their papers, at least they see them. They do not mere- 
ly look. “I see by the paper that...” is often said. 
Did you ever hear anybody say: “I see by TV nate. <a a 
And while it may occasionally be said: “I hear on the 
radio that... ”’, seeing, not hearing, is believing.

Electric Hot-bed Rival — 
of Greenhouse for Garden 


Either Electric Cable, or Lamps Can Be Used to Heat Hot-bed. 


Plants can be started earlier, 
and kept protected for a longer 
period, without danger of the heat 
source becoming exhausted be- 
fore danger of frost outdoors is 
over. ‘ 

An electric cable is the usual 
heater, but a number of lamps 
can be used, if preferred. 

A cold frame is constructed in 
the usual manner, and is sunk in 
the ground a few inches. Soil is 
removed within it fo an equal 
depth, and the cable is arranged 
on the bottom im loops, so that 
heat will be evenly distributed. 
The supply wire and cable ara 
both connected to 2 thermostat, 
which can be set at the desired 
minimum temperature, so that as 
soon as the thermometer falls to 
that point heat is turned on. 

When temperature rises a few 
degrees above the minimum. heat 
is shut off 

The heating cable is usually 
covered with four to six inches of 
soil It is a good idea to place a

Among the many advantages of 
electric heating are cleanliness, 
lack of unpleasant odor, even and 
lasting heat. 

It can be placed close to the 
house, where attention during 
cold weather will involve 2 mini 
mum of discomfort 

So small a quantity of heat is 
necessary to keep temperatures 
in a hot-bed above the danger 
point in spring. it is usually less 
expensive to use electricity for 
this purpose, than the traditional 
manure. 

With an imexpensive thermo- 
stat, the heat is turnci on or of 
according to the need; and the 
plants growing in the hot-bed en- 
joy am even range of tempera- 
ture, without the extremes which 
were common where manure was 
used.

Plants and Protect Them From Disease. 


Scientific researchers who have 
studied the problem of s:arting 
seeds in an indoor box, found 
the chief reasons for failure to 
be too much or too little water, 
the development of fungus dis- 
ease, a lack of light. Research 
found means to prevent all these 
troubles, if you wish to use them. 

There is no better way to be- 
come familiar with plants than 
by sowing in an indoor box, 
where you can keep a daily 
watch over the development of 
the plants. You develop an un- 
derstanding not so much about 
making plants grow, as about 
the things which can prevent 
them from growing, which they 
eagerly wish to do. 

Begin with a proper seed box, 
such as a standard ‘‘flat’” which 
measures about 15x24 inches, 
and 3 in. deep. Use a smaller 
box if you wish, but not less 
than 2 inches deep. Each plant 
needs eight cubic inches of soil 
to grow without a check. 

This box may be equipped for 
one of two methods of automatic 
watering. First is the wick meth- 
od, for which a hole is bored in 
the center of the box, through 
which a piece of clothes line six 
inches long, or a similar piece 
of fibre glass wicking, can be 
passed. The upper end is 
shredded and imbedded in the 
soil, and the lower end drops in- 
to a pan below. As long as there 
is water in the pan, it will be 
drawn up to the soil, which will 
thus be constantly moist yet 
never overwatered. 

Another watering method is 
sub-irrigation. Line the seed box 
with waterproof paper, place a 
flower pot in the middle, and fill 
in soil around it. Water poured 
in the pot will spread over the 
bottom of the flat and be ab- 
sorbed by the soil, rising by 
capillary action. Over-watering 


is avoided so long as no water 
Stands in the flower pot. 

Both these methods keep the 
soil porous so that air may enter 
freely. With a wick-feed a large 
pan of water is enough for sey- 
eral days, so you can make a 
short trip with no fear of your 
seedlings going dry. A few hours 
without water couid destroy all 
your plants. 

Disease is prevented by using 
sphagnum moss, anti-biotic of 
the plant kingdom. No fungus or 
harmful bacteria can live in it. 
Rub it on a sieve so that the 
shredded moss covers the top of 
the soil %4 to % inch deep and 
sow the seed in that. Then cover 
the seed with more of the same, 
lightly. It holds water well and 
seeds sprout in it very quickly, 
with never a sign of the dreaded 
“damping off'’ disease. 

Place the box in the sunniest 
window you have. Sunlight may 
be supplemented by artificial 
light. Flourescent lamps, which 
have a high light value with low 
temperature, may be placed a 
foot above the seed box. At this 
distance a 40-watt tube in a re- 
flector burned 15 hours a day 
is sufficient to grow healthy seed- 
lings even without any other 


light. 
With enough light, the right 
amount of water, temperature 


varying between 60 degrees at 
night and ~70 degrees by day, 
your seedlings should produce 
stocky, vigorous plants. 

To insure this it is necessary 
to thin out the seedlings, so-that 
each plant stands 2 inches away 
from its neighbors. Transplant 
the excess seedlings to other 
flats where they will have ade- 
quate room to grow to trans- 
planting size. Transplanting may 
be done as soon as the tiny — 


seedlings have made their sec- 
ond pair of leaves.

Former District Minister Would 
Develop Hockey Contests Between 


Local Boys And ¢ 


‘A former Glenarm-Fenelon Falls 
minister had some things to say) 
to Milt Dunnell, Sports Editor of | 
the Toronto Daily Star the other 
night which may interest hockey | 
enthusiasts in this area. The | 
minister—Rev. Max Putnam was 
in this district prior to being called 
to Listowel, about whose hockey 
club the article centres. Here are 
excerpts from the article Mr. Dun- | 
nel] wrote in his column: | 

“Rey. Max Putnam of Listowel | 
tells his flock: "I want you fellows 
to check hard, skate hard—but I 
dont’ want any cheap penalties | 
that are going to put this club be- 
hing the eight-ball.” That's what 
Rev. Mr. Putnam regards as prea- 
ching fundamentals. He's address- 
ing his hockey flock, of course, 
because, in addition to being min- 
ister of a big Presbyterian Church, 
he atso js playing coach of the 
towns intermediate hockey team. 
The reverend has had one penalty 
himself, and he’s feeling a trifle 
sheepish about it. You might de- 
scribe it as “cheap.” And he would 
not want any bystander to think 
he cant practise what he preaches. 

The only other incident he would 
like to forget In his imposing sports 
cari also occurred out of town—j) 
fortunately. Rey. Mr. Putnam fi- 
gureg he was spiked intentionally 
during g ball game. 

“T really went haywire,” he re- 
lates sadly, “Once you implicate 
yourself in sport, there’s a danger | 
things such as that may happen 
in the heat of battle. This was a 
case where I felt I was forced to 
defend myself.” 

Around Listowel, they say his 
reverence is one of the greatest 
influences for improvement of the 
human breed since the invention 
of the printing press. He has one 
advantace over most do-gooders 
who address themselves to the} 
sports mob—he knows what he’s 
talking about. 

“Hockey,” he says, “is the great- 
est game in the world. I hear 
eomplaints that it’s rough. Speed 
rakes it look rough. My only 
regret is that I’m 36. This has to 
be my Jast season. When I see 
these Eids skating past me, I know 
it's time to hang up my stick. But 
I have two boys. I'd like them to 
play hockey.” 

‘The reverend has a theory that 
good physical condition makes a 
man better able to do a job— 
whether he's a pawn-broker or a 
preacher. He tells kis players—or 
his congregation—you encounter 
the same problems in sports that 
you encounter in day-to-day liv- 
ing. If you handls your assign- 
ment well on the tce or on the 
‘baseball field, the chances are you 
will do just as well m your office | 
or at the factory. 

Another thing the reverend has 
learned is that it’s dangerous to be 
allinclusive in praise or condem- 
nation. An example, with a per- 
5021 touch, Is the import evil in 
uthletics. Basically, hes against it 
—fspecially in the smaller centres. 
‘That's one of the reasons he felt 
impelled to take over as playing 
coach of the Listowel Rotajets of 
the Homebrew league, Western 
Ontario Athletic association. In 
this circult, no player is eligible if 
he lives more than seven miles 
from the rink in which he plays 
It's a six-team loop that provides 
hockey for Palmerston, Harriston, 
Elora, Teeswater, Mtunt Forest and 
Listowel. 

“Hockey has gone through a 
transition,” coach-preacher Putnam 
points out. “Towns brought in out- 
side players to bulld up _ their 
teams. After a while, the whole 
thing collapsed, leaving deficits and 
Jack of interest. We think the 
need is to develop competition by 
local boys against local boys from 
nearby towns. Our league is de-

composed containing his reflections of the days when he was a 


*‘homesteader in the Swan River Valley, Alberta, 


He states that he 


was inspired after reading an address prepared and delivered by 
Miss Brown of Glenarm, which had been reprinted in this paper. 


THE HOMESTEADER 
Going to get a homestead, going to take up land? 
Why certainly you're wise my son I think the notion grand, | 
If I was young and strong again I’d quit this plague town 
And come along with you my son and help to hold her down. 
I started out in early spring with a stove and muley cow 
A team of western Broncos and an old long handled plow, 
And I broke a little ‘tater patch and fenced it round with rails, 
Tying the posts with willow withs, we didn’t have no nails. 
And then I built a sod roofed shack and turned some more black loam 
‘Till there wasn’t a place on God’s wide earth looked half so much like 


home. 


The town was eighty miles away and the mail came once'd a week

For School Pupils 


Reaboro (PNS) —The school! 


children commenced classes after 
their Christmas holidays and noted 
the changed appearance in the 
schoo) grounds. Most of the cedar 
hedge which flanked the cement 
walk bad been cut ang burned. 
This hedge when planted some 
years ago added beauty to the 
school surroundings, but of recent 
years it had lost some of its beauty 
ang owing to the increased speed- 
ing traffic on No. 7 Highway, the 
hedge had become a menace ob- 
structing the view of the pupils of 
the oncoming traffic and also the 
motorists view of the pupils com- 
ing onto the highway. 

The demolition of the hedge was 
Frompted by the trustees of the 
schoo) following the Ratepayers 
Annual meeting, where this matter 
was brought to the attention of the 
trustees and they gle to be com- 
roended on the quick action shown 
after this year's meeting. It is 
hoped that all possible pre- 
cautionary measure for the safety 
of the pupils will be acted upon in 
like manner, in order to avoid any 
unnecessary accidents in the com- 
munity. 

Mr. George Payne. chairman of 
the School Trustees was in charge 
of the Ratepayers Annual meeting 
and asked to haye a chairman ap- 
pointed to act for the election of 
trustees. Mr. Victor Sloan was 
appointeg and Mr. Bob Reeds was 
to act as secretary for the meeting. 
The minutes of the previous an- 
nual meeting and also minutes of 
all trustees’ meetings which had 
been helq during the year were 
read by Mr. Payne. These minutes 
showed that the same _ teachers, 
Mrs. Mnaul, Mrs. Presley and Mrs, 
Perry had been rehired and that it 
also had been necessary to hire 
o new caretaker owing to the re- 
signation received from Mr, Fred 
Morden, who has served the school 
most efficiently ani faithfully for 
several years. ‘The board were 
fortunate in securing the capable 
services of Mr. James Blair to 
replace Mr, Morden. 

Following the adoption of the 
minutes, the auditor, Mr. Ralph 
Burke presenteq his report which 
showed that after all the expenses 
of the school had been paid for 
tne year, there remained a bank 
balance of $385.52. This report was 
adopted as read. Mr Burke was 
rve-clected as auditor for the com- 
ing year. An item of miscellane- 
ous business which was brought 
again to the attention of the trus- 
tees was that of taking all pre- 
cauionary measures possible to 
ensure the safety of the school 
children on the highway and cros- 
sing the highway at the school as 
the cars very seldom reduce their 
Speed at this section of the road 
and very often they are exceeding 
the speed limit endangering the 
lives of the school children. A 
motion to this effect was passed 
stating “that definite action be 


taken before March 1st to have the 


hedge at the school cut to give 
clear visibility to the pupils and 
motorists, to investigate about hav- 
ing more prominent signs erected 
on the highway warning the traf- 
fic of children crossing the high- 
Way and to contact the Provincial 
Police concerning patroling that 
section of the road periodically to 
curb the speed when children are 
coming and going to school.”

have g telephone installed in the 
school ag there is an enrolment of 
around 60 pupils now which ne- 
cessitates a number of phone calls 
owing to sickness, accidents or 
parents wishing to give messages 
to their children when they are 
delayed in picking them up or 
other various reasons when a 
school telephone would be much- 
eppreciated by the parents, tea- 
chers and pupils. However, al- 


though it was pointed out that the | 


cost of having a school telephone 
was of minor detail, that it was 
thought to be an impractical idea, 
it was further pointed out that 
the telephone a Mr. Pridfile’s gen- 
eral sore shoulq beb available at 
all times for anyone wishing to 
make a call from the school or to 
the school. 

Mr. Harold Fleming was re- 
elected for office again as Mr. Max 
Aldoug who was also nominated 
didn't wish to stand.

The Dentist And The Child 

Waat should be done about the 
six-year-old child wnu cries in the 
dental chair as his mother stands 
by? about a previous co-operative 
girl of 11 who suddenly balks at 
denta] care? About a girl, aged 
five, who refuses +0 eat or sleep 
after receiving dental care? 

These were some of the cases 
analyzed at a sympostum on “Emo- 
tions! Problems in Children’ pre- 
sented at the 96th annual Session 
of the American Dental Associat- 
jon. The problem cases were 
presented by dentists and the pos- 
sible explanation of the behavior 
was given by psychologists and 
psychiatrists. 

The five-year-old girl had ac- 
cepted dental treatment calmly on 
two occasions but reacted violently 
at home afterward, appearing 
highly nervoug ang shunning any 
food or rest the remainder of the 
day. Studies have shown that the 
majority of parents of little girls} 
(rather than boys) of that age} 
continually emphasize the impor- 
tance of “lady-like” conduct, some- 
times resulting in severe repres- 
sions and delayed reactions in the 
child. The child does its best) 
while at the dentist's office, but 
tends to break out when at home. 
“The evidences of ‘nterna) ten- 
sion may become exaggerated when 
excessive demands for controlled 
and Jady-like behavior are made by 
parents or others. Whether the 
situation can be remedied depends 
upon the ability of the child as 
well as the dentist :o.discuss things 
freely and upon whether the par- 
ent; themselves are ‘overcontrolled,’ 
The child's delayed outbursts may 
be the result of a deep-seated 
anxiety.” 

In the case of the six-year-old 
boy, the mother informed the 
dentist in advance that her child

It is quite 
possible that such g youngster Is 
putting on a show in the mother's 
presence and will be co-operative 
When She is absent from the of- 
fice. “Some children mature in 
spite of neurotic mothers, while 
some remain permanently handi- 
capped.” 

As for the case of the girl aged 
ll, she hag been wnder dental 
treatment by the same dentist 
since the age of three and had 
been consistently a co-operative 
patient. Suddenly, her dental visits | 
Were marked by crying outbursts, 
despite lack of discomfort, and by 
refusal to listen to reason. The 
answer In this case was that re- 
search finding, indicated a sharp 
increase {n uneasiness among girls 
of this age, which usually subsides 
after a year or two. In g small per- 
centage of such cases, however, 
there may be something seriously 
wrong mentally anq emotionally 
and such a child will require the 
care or help of a psychiatrist or 
psychologist. 

I do not think any of us look 
forward to going to the dentist 
anq naturally this anplies to child- 
ren, but when a previously good 
patient becomes unco-operative, we 
should seek the cause,

Ottawa’s Share, 


Health Minister Paul Martin 15 
expected to propose a new Health 
Insurance scheme to the current 
Ottawa meeting of Federal and 
Provincial officials, | 
,Observers say the scheme might see) 
Ottawa handle up to 70 per cent of | 
the costs in the so-called “have- 
not” provinces. 

They believe that under the new 
formula, the government will pay 25 
per cent of the actual cost of hospi- 
talization and diagnostic service, 
plus 25 per cent of what the cost 
would be if it were based on the 
national average. 

There are reports that Ottawa 
has a number of cost-sharing ideas 
to submit to the provinces. One 
report is that federal contributions 
might range from 49 to 74 per cent. 

If the plan is applied nationally, 
Ottawa's share would be more than 
300-million dollars a year if it paid 
50 per cent of the costs. —BUP,

Pair Get 
Four Years; 
OPP Praised 


“I would like those people who 
think they can get away with 
Tustling in Victoria County to know 
that I do not deal with such cases 
lightly,” said Magistrate RI. Moore. 

His Worship was discussing a 
case which appeared before him 
on Monday, where two men, one 
from Eagle Lake and the other from 
Lakefield were sent te penitentiary 
for four years each having been 
foung gulity of stealing sheep and 
cattle from the farm of William 
Minphy near Lindsay 

Evidence revealeq that the ac- 
cuseC men on several occasions had 
stolen sheep from the Murphy 
property, leading them into a truck 
and selling them at Canada Packers 
in Peterborough. 

His Worship said that they per- 
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petrated their crimes after 2 am- 
when the local OPP went off duty, 
and completed their sale in Peter- 
borough early the same morning. 

‘The court learned that on the 
first occasion the pair had stolen 
five sheep: eight sheep the second 
time: nine sheep the third occasion; 
two cattle next, and attempted to 
steal three more cattle another time 
The value 7f the stolen animals was 
place at cver $800. 

Magistrate Moore said that fine 
police worx resulteq in the arrest of 
the pair. He said thet on one occa- 
sion the sheep broke away from 
the truck while being loaded and 
had broken one of the racks. Police 
foung the pieces of broken rack on 
the Murphy farm and later pieced 
them onto a truck which was found 
at the home of one of the accused 
at Lakefield. 

Tt was learned in Court that the 
two men hac also been sentenced to 
13 months in Peterborough recently 
for » similar offense. 

In sentencing the men, His Wor- 
ship passeq a serle; of jail terms 
for each offense, running concur- 
rently, which worked out so that 
they must serve four years each. 

“This was one of my most impor- 
tant cases in some time,” said Ma- 
sistrate Moore, “since I want the 
farmers In our county to know that 
those who think that they can get 
away with stealing cattle will re- 
ceive maximum sentences We will 
do our best to protect them.” 


Russia Makes 
New Move 
In Cold War 


(British United Press) 

Russia has made a new move in 
the East-West cold war. 

The Russian Ambassador to the 
United States, Georgi Zarubin call- 
ed on US. President Eisenhower 
and delivered a note from Soviet 
Premier Nikolat Bulganin. 

The Ambassador would not dis- 
close contents of the note, but a 
Washington spokesman described it 
as “a friendly letter.” Se said it 
put forth what he called “certain 
ideas ... in the interest of promot- 
ing world peace.” 

Ambassador Zarubin stayed at hte 
White House 15 minutes, 

Just before receiving the message, 
President Eisenhower declared at a 
news conference that the United 
States and its allies must remain 
strong because of lack of progress 
on disarmament. 

Eisenhower emphasized that dis- 
armament moves are going to be 
slow and tortuous. 

He said there is only one recourse 
and that is to remain strong and do 
the best to ease tensions whenever 
Possible.

THE PARKING METER ISSUE 
HAS NEVER BEEN THRESHED OUT 
TO THE SATISFACTION OF ALL 

Periodically parking meters provide the topic of 
some spirited debate. Sometimes these debates take 
place in meetings of Council but more often than not 
they occur on the street when something about the 
meters touches them off. 

A stroll up Kent Street on Monday morning of this 
week provided the necessary spark to re-open this con- 
troversial issue which, by the way, has meyer been 
threshed out to the satisfaction of all concerned. It 
was observed during the course of the walk that many 
of the meters were bent and gave a pedestrian the im- 
pression that the sidewalk was bordered by a steel fence 
which was badly in need of repair. And the word “re- 
pair’ as related to the meters caused us to reflect on 
the pros and cons of parking meters with the cons crop- 
ping up with much greater frequency than the pros. 
(Before proceeding it is interesting to note-that many 
of the meters have since been straightened and billed to 
the town of Lindsay.) 

Recognizing that the people who shop in Lindsay 
and use the parking meters do become apathetic towards 


the situation to a degree, we cannot help but feel there~ 


is an underlying resentment among many. We have 
witnessed several incidents which have caused us to 
speculate on the fairness of the svstem. Take, for 
example, the case of a busy man who drives into Lindsay 
and pulls up in front of a parking meter. After he has 


stopped he finds he has no change suitable for “feed- - 


ing” the meter and is faced with two alternatives: go 
and get change or leave the car and risk a parking 
ticket. The very fact that he is placed in the position 
causes resentment greater than that aroused by the 
mere fact of being called upon to pay to park. 

Another concerning point about parking meters is 
that it has been shown many people “beat” them by 
reason of the fact that it is virtually impossible to keep 
a thorough check on them. True, many are charged 
with violating the local by-law (this n turn leaves a very 
bad taste) by reason of the fact that they either took a 
chance or were confronted with a mechanical difficulty 
in the meter, but others get away with infractions eith- 
er through sheer luck or vigilance. But whatever one’s 
successes or failures in dealing with the meters, it is ap- 
parent that there is alwavs an element of uncertainty 
and chance present. : 

The fact that license fees for owning and operating 
motor vehicles are advancing this year focuses atten- 
tion on the fact that motorists are already paying a stiff 
price for their driving privilege. Is it fair that they 
should be further subjected to levies at the municipal 
level for the privilege of parking on a public thorough- 
fare, the maintenance of which is heavily subsidized by 
the province out of taxes derived from the motorist? 
(Total taxation derived from registration fees and gaso- 
line taxes in Ontario in 1955 amounted to $122,010,000.) 

Then there is the matter of encouraging people to 
park on our downtown streets, Many. businessmen 
feel that rather than encourage motorists to park. on 
parking lots, every effort should be made to accommo- 
date more cars “on the street.” These advocates rea- 
son that it is better that way because people have easier 
access to their cars and shopping places. In the days 
before meters, it was the custom to shop in leisurely 
fashion, parking the car either on or just off the main 
street and, as shopping progressed, making frequent 
trips back to the car to lighten the load. Isn’t a shop- 
per apt to buy more if there isn’t the haunting fear of 
an overdue meter? 

When the meters were first introduced it was on 
the grounds that they would relieve traffic congrestion. 
In the light of recent revelations they have come to be 
regarded as an important source of revenue, an incon- 
sisteney which warrants more than passing considera- 
tion, Policemen are still necessary to patrol the main 
street on any busy day to see that double parking 
doesn’t get out of hand. Wherein has traffic flow been 
improved? 

A point regarding parking meters which is fre- 
quently overlooked during any discussion concerning 
them is their effect on street cleaning, particularly in 
the removal of snow. It has been noted that the met- 
ers definitely impede the progress of this work, reducing 
the efficiency of snow remova] equipment and slowing 
down the procedure. Can this be regarded as good 
economy, especially when it is considered that the ser- 
vices of several men (meter inspector and policemen) 
are required to supervise the meters and ensure that 
they are used? There are those who are firmly con- 
vinced that supervising parking meters should never 
constitute part of a policeman’s duties, especially when 
there are so Many more vital matters which require his 
attention. 

And last, but not least, isn’t it about time people 
everywhere stopped devising ways and means of penal- 
izing themselves for privileges which are rightfully 
theirs? Doesn't it seem ridiculous that we should apa- 
thetically tolerate a system such as we have in parking 
meters, whereby we are penalized for parking our cars 
to make a contribution to the trade and commerce of the 
town?

Another outbreak of rabies has been confirmed by 
Department of Lands and Forests at Lindsay, and two 
suspected cases of rabies are being investigated by the 
Research Division of the Department at Maple, Ont.

PREOCCUPIED... 

It was midday and the children from Lindsay's 
schools were on their way home as were a large number 
of people who drive to and from their places of employ- 
ment. A little boy was walking up the east sidewalk of 
Cambridge St. north, near Frances St., when he sudden- 
ly decided to cross to the other side. He did this with- 
out so much as a glance in one direction or another. 
Fortunately the car which was proceeding north on the 
same street wasn’t travelling fast and the boy crossed 
the street safely. If the car had been moving rapidly 
along (by this we mean had it been travelling at or just 
under the 30 mile-per-hour limit) the outcome of the 
real life drama might have been different because the 
street was very icy. 

In any event. after the boy had safely made the 
crossing, a well-intentioned citizen spoke to him and 
urged him to be sure and look for traffic before cross- 
ing streets. The boy nodded his head and went on his 
way. He was obviously preoccupied with something of 
supreme importance to his young mind and the admoni- 
tion didn’t seem to make much impression. 

This state of preoccupation in youth, so frequently 
observed, is not offered as an excuse for careless 
tendencies but as a very real reason why drivers of mot- 
or vehicles must exercise extreme caution in areas where 
children are apt to dart out at any time from the most 
unexpected places. ] 


DON'T BLAME THE BOOK 

A writer in a U.S. newspaper recites the story of 
the harrowing case of a chap named Green who, jn- 
stead of loafing in the usual hang-outs of the illiterate 
and unoccupied young went to a public hbrary. 

There, so this doubtless truthful account says, 
the youth found what he thought might be the answers 
to all his perplexities, social and economic. Unfortun- 
ately he was too literal-minded. He read old stuff by 
Karl Marx, Gustavus Myers, Jack London and Edward 
Bellamy. 

Green, being rather green, was, as our writer puts 
it, “drawn to the Communist Party like a yokel to a 
peep-show.” So faithful did he remain in it that he be- 
came one of the bosses of the Commie clan in America 
and so got into trouble with the law. 

All this is explained in some detail in the press 
account, but it seems to us unfortunate that there 
should be any hint or implication of blame attached to 
the public library from which this man reputedly got 
books that led his astray. Any library worthy of the 
name carries books about Communism. Aside from 
this being a requisite of “freedom of information” and 
“freedom of thought,” it is one of the best ways of com- 
bating the menace. “Know thine enemy” is an ancient 
and sage piece of advice, and how can one know Com- 
munism for what it is, aside from what it claims to be, 
without the aid of books? 

Our guess is that regardless of the books Mr. Green 
read, some other associations, prior or subsequent to his 
conyersion to Communism, must be blamed — not the 
books. 


RABIES NOT SOMETHING 
TO TRIFLE WITH. 

Reports of rabid animals in this district continue 
to come in and, while not numerous, they are sufficient 
to serve aS an urgent warning to those who harbour pet 
animals, particularly dogs. Just this week considerable 
concern was caused when a child was bitten by a dog in 
Lindsay, fortunately by an animal that shows no indi- 
cation of being rabid. Nevertheless there are altogeth- 
er too many dogs running at large in Lindsay especially 
in view of the present danger of rabies and more par- 
ticularly in view of the fact that a town ordnance 
specifically forbids dogs being allowed to run at large. 

It would be a great relief to many people to feel that 
dog owners were assuming proper responsibility to- 
wards their pet by having it protected against rabies in- 
fection and this having been done, keeping it at home. 
Just what liability a dog owner would be open to if it 
were established that his pet had caused rabies to be 
spread is a matter of conjecture but it can be assumed 
that the resulting publicity would be most undesirable 
and public sympathy hard to come by. 

We have a right to own a dog but we also have a com- 
munity responsibility which cannot be ignored, particu- 
larly when there have been ample warnings of a special 
danger existing. 


A TIME TO ACT 

The recent disturbing incidents of child murder and 
sex crime in larger centres, plus reports of prowler 
and “peeping tom” activity in Lindsay, have caused 
considerable concern among parents who desire to 
assume rightful responsibility towards their children. 
It is regrettable that anything so tragic as occurred at 
Toronto this week must come to pass to focus the at- 
tention of parents on the hazards which exist for child- 
ren of tender years who are out at night unaccompanied. 
It is to be hoped that parents in Lindsay and district 
who may have been a little lax in supervising the com- 
ings and goings of their children in the past will tighten 
the reins and see that their children do not go out or 
come home unaccompanied after dark. 

On different occasions we have written editorially 
expressing the need for extended daylight hours in the 
winter season. Daylight Saving Time, applied during 
the months when night comes early would, we believe, 
make a worthy contribution to any urban community. 
It would mean that most people would be getting 
through the day’s normal activities before dark instead 
of after nightfall, the time when accidents increase and 
criminal activities are stepped up. 

In Lindsay there are probably several activities — 
Scouts, Wolf Cubs, Guides and Brownies and skating, 
n a few—which take children out of the home 

Perhaps these affairs could be scheduled in 


to mentio 
at night. 
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the daytime—Saturday afternoon, for example, when 
many young people are at a loss anyway as to how to 
spend the time, There are no doubt other adjustments 
which could be made to lessen the need for youngsters 
being abroad at night and developments indicate that 
more than passing attention to tenable suggestions is 
warranted. 

The City of Kingston is considering imposing a curfew 
(decision expected today) because of the recent assaults 
on women and children in Ontario. Lindsay has such 
a law and, in addition to urging that parents have their 
children accompanied on night missions, we feel their 
support of Lindsay’s existing 9 o’clock curfew is in their 
best interest. 

The warnings of danger have been ample, they need 
to be heeded and the dangers can be effectively kept 
at bay without panic, providing parents, guardians, 
children and authorities co-operate. Action, not use- 
less and needless fretting is the answer to the present 
menace. 

And, finally, a question: “Would it help to end the 
activities of Lindsay’s “peeping Tom” if an increased po- 
lice patrol were inaugurated on a temporary basis, per- 
haps augmented by a corps of citizen vigilantes, if the 
case seemed to warrant it?” 


CHILDREN AND THEATRES 
A few days ago a Lindsay woman called “The 


Post” to say she wondered if there was something - 


which could be done about children hanging around 
theatres and asking adults to help them gain admit- 
tance to shows when they were not eligible to attend. 
This is not a new problem in Lindsay or in any other 
centre where there are theatres, nor it is the first time 
it has been referred to this paper. 

There are those who, in cases like this, are prone to 
blame the theatres for not keeping a closer tab on 
things but in fairness to all concerned it would appear 
the responsibility rests clearly on the shoulders of par- 
ents and guardians. If the child is not eligible to gain 
admittance to the theatre for any of a number of rea- 
sons, (age, type of picture, etc.) the child should not be 
allowed to go out on his (her) own and try to inveigle 
someone else into assuming the responsibility 
which belongs to his parents or guardians. But, 
since many children do this very thing, most people 
would probably agree that refusal to gain admittance 
to a theatre for an unaccompanied child would be tant- 
amount to conferring a favor on child, parent or guard- 
jan, and the theatre. The child would, by such an ex- 
perience, be made aware that rules are made to be ob- 


served, the parents would have attention called to the ~ 


need for supervising the affairs of the child, and the 
theatre, adhering to the law, wouldn’t be subjected to 
unjust villification due to the irresponsibility of others. 

In considering this problem, it must be borne in 
mind that once inside the theatre the child invariably 
departs swiftly from the benefactor’s presence and is un- 
der the control of no one. What is even more im- 
portant, this lack of supervision prevails when the 
‘show is over and the youngster leaves the theatre, a 
situation which shouldn’t be tolerated by anyone hay- 
ing charge of the welfare of a child.

The Cold Frame Story—How to Build and Use It. 


Thousands of years ago some 
observant cave-man noticed that 
plants growing in a pit thrived 
better in the early spring than 
those growing on the surface, Pits 
are still Used’ for winter protec- 
tion of plants, in moderate cli- 
mates, 

Pits were transformed into cold 
frames when glass became avail- 
able, and gardeners, who are al- 
ways observant and ingenious, 
found they could increase the val- 
ue of their pils by covering them. 
Glass lets the sun’s heat through 
and keeps cold air out. On a sun- 
ny spring. day the temperature in 
a cold frame may run to 100 de- 
grees though the air outside is 
chilly. * 

For eight weeks before frost 
has ended in your garden each 
spring, you can grow plants with 
safety ina cold frame. All through 
the year there’are Some uses to 
which a cold frame can be put. 
It would be impossible to find a 
better use for 18 square feet in 
any garden area than to cover it 
with a cold frame. 

Any one who can wield a saw 
and hammer can do it. It is usu- 
ally made 3 by 6 feet, or some 
multiple of this, for the reason 
that standard hot-bed sash are of 
these dimensions, 

But a cold frame (or a hot-bed 
either) may be any size you wish, 
to fit ld windows, or frames cov- 
ered with one of the modern glass 
substitutes. 

These glass substitutes are 
worth considering. They do not 
break, and the breakage of glass 


in windy localities is sometimes

considerable. They are much 
lighter than glass, a merit which 
women appreciate. They do not 
let in as much light as glass, but 
for growing seedlings they let in 
enough. 

The substitutes most commonly 
used consist either of wire screens 
covered with material resem- 
bling celluloid, or fabrics treated 
with wax to make them water- 
proof, and let more light through. 

Two thicknesses of sheet poly- 
ethylene will serve for one year. 

In making a cold-frame, the 
frame should be constructed of 1- 
inch boards, of cypress, white 
pine or some wood which resists 
rot. First, dig a hole in the ground 
slightly larger than the size of the 
frame, It should be at least a foot 
deep. Into this hole put the frame 
you have built so that 6 inches of 
it is beneath the surface and the 
remainder above. This will in- 
sure that no drafts enter from 
beneath, Construct the frame so 
that the front is 4 inches above 
the surface, and the rear, 9 inches. 
It must slant toward the south, 
where the winter sun shines. It is 
well to hinge the sash at the top 
of the frame, so it can be easily 
opened for transplanting pur- 
poses and airing. 

A sunny spot in the garden, 
protected as much as possible 
from the full force of winds and 
driving rain, is the best situation 
for the cold frame. It may be too 
cold now to dig in the garden, but 
the sash may be procured and the 
Jumber frame made, so that when 
the first warm days arrive you 
are ready for serious gardening,

‘Treatment Of Delirium Tremens 

As has so often happened in the 
Tustory of medicine, once g new 
drug has been discovered or utilized 
foy a particular condition or disease, 
it is frequently given a trial in 
cther conditions and very often 
found most successful. An example 
of this is the Use of reserpine (Ser- 
pasil) in the treatment of high blood 
pressure from which excellent re- 
sults were obtained. 

Then reserpine was tried Ss a 
tranquilizer or quieting agent in 
various disorders of the neryous 
system, especially head injuries, 
and ‘research workers were quite 
impressed with its effectiveness in 
controlling acute hallucinations in 
several patients. ft therefore oc- 
curred to Drs, M. Ayol and P. J. 
Vogel, Los Angeles, who report their 
finding, in the Jourral of the Am=- 
erican Medical Association, that 
reserpine might be helpful in the 
management of the patient with 
delirium tremens, “D.T.'s” as they 
are called. 

The problem of the treatment of | 
the acutely alcoholic patient has 
always posed , severe probelm, but 
has usually consisteq of the injec- 
tion into the veins of Hauids (be- 
cause the alcoholic individual's 
tissues are usually short of fluid). 
high doses of vitamins, ang large 
doses of paraldehyde or a similar 
drug to produce sleep quickly, 

This treatment has been far from 
satisfactory for severel reasons. For 
adequate control of these extremely 
agitated patients, they must be 
given large doses of the drug which 
makes them practically unconscious, 
This then greatly increases the 
gmonunt of nursing ‘care required 
for each patient, including fre- 
quent turning, many injections of 
fluid, bathing, insertion of an instru- 
ment (catheter) to withdraw urine, 
aud changing of linens. In addi-

The re- 
sults were outstanding. AN but 
three of the patients studied were 
relieved of their symptoms in 24 
hours or less. The quieting effects 
of the drug usually became appar- 
ent in six to eight hours. Five were 
entirely free of symptoms {In 12 
hours and nine more in 18 hours; 
the longest period required being 
43 hours. All were s.ven a small 
initial dose of paraldshyde until the 
reserpine could take effect. De- 
spite the fairly large doses of 
reserpine used, no {!} effects were 
noted in this series. The time of 
decrease of Mallucinations were 
shertened ang there was qa much 
easier nursing problem.

With these decisions in mind a) 
committee headed by Mr. A. W. 
Carew will go to Toronto next 
Tuesday ang meet the architects 
and consultants regarding the plans 
ang costs of the necessary addition. 

Much discussion and the expres- 
sion of solid opinion, en this needed 
hospital expansion, ensued, when, 
deating with the correspondence, & 
letter was read from the Victoria 
County Medical Association in 
which the society stated that it 
would be pleaseg to give their sug- 
gestions to the needed expansion 
of the Ross Memorial Hospital. This 
jetter was signed by H. R. Davies, 
Secretary and T. W. L. Broadfoot, 
President. 

In discussing this 
Parker stated that the proposed 
new wing to the east would be 
agreeable to the Medical Association. 
He pointed out that attached to 
the Victoria wing, this wing would 
supply a three floor hospital; which 
would house approximately 125 beds.

Mariposa People Recount 
Pleasures of 8,000-Mile 
Jaunt In Canada-USA 


But nowhere as

‘Two Mariposa families, the Shaws 
and the Tolmies, had the good for- 
tune to be able to take an 8,000 mile 
motor trip to Canada’s west eoast 
and back, Mrs. Shaw, being a most 
observant person, recorded all the 
interesting sights which they saw 
on their westward journey through 
the United States, and back via 
Canada, Because of her observa- 
tions and notes, the following re- 
port of their trip provides many 
interesting views and comments on 
sights which many would overlook 
in their haste to get to the next 
port-of-call. 

Here is the story: 

“Leaving Glenburnie Farm we 
proceeded to the Niagara peninsula, 
where we visited relatives, toured 
the Vineland Experimental Station, 
enjoyed the scenery of historic old 
Niagara and crossed into the United 
States over the suspension bridge 
at Lewiston. After a stop-over in 
Buffalo we headed westward. 

“Our trip through New York and 
Pennsylyania, along the south of 
Lake Erie took us past farmlands 
very similar to the fruit and mixed- 
farming areas of southern Ontario. 
In Ohio the fields of corn and the 
soy beans were evidence of the fer- 
tile soil and the good farmers who 
tilled these acres, the beauty of 
which was enhanced by the well- 
kept farm homes and buildings. 

“Passing through the state of In- 
dians, we came to Illinois where 
we visited with Mr. and Mrs. Ron 
Tolmie and family in Rock Island. 
Mr. Tolmie is a retired general sup- 
erintendent of the John Deere com- 


lant grow from its small begin- 
nings to its present huge structures 
which house every phase of the 
John Deere farm machinery now 
being manufactured. 

“After leaving Dlinois, we pass- 
ed through the corn and hog state 
of Iowa to South Dakota where we 
toured the Bad Lands. These 
“Mountains of Clay’ date back to 
the pre-historic world, six million 
years ago when they were buried 
under a Great Salt Sea. 


“As the sea drained away, sedi-| 


ments were deposited which left 
grotesque, eolourful, and fantastic 
formations. As one drives through 
these bad lands over modern high- 
ways, it is possible to see high peaks, 
sharp ridges and buttes, “old cast- 
les” and “the great wall” in colour- 
ful settings. This sculptured ap- 
pearance is the result of erosion 
controlled in part by climatic con- 
ditions, and by the nature of the 
soil. Truly, no picture can depict 
aH the wonder, the colour, 
grandeur of this ancient marvel of 
nature. 

“The next stop was in the Black 


Hills of South Dakota near Rapid; 


City. As we motored to Mount 
Rushmore we proceeded along the 
Needles Drive. It was a breath- 
taking spectacles to see these huge 
granite rock formations towering 
hundreds of feat above the road in 
Custer State Park. This road 
wound picturesquely among the 
huge “organ-pipes” and “sentinel” 
rocks into peaceful mountain 
valleys, past the calm beauty 
of Sylvan Lake, Many pig- 
tail bridges constructed to gain high- 
er or lower levels in this mountain- 
ous area, were crossed only to ente> 
marrow dark tunnels to more 
grandeur beyond. 

“It was Rushmore memorial that 
caught our fancy, Now it was in full 
view as we rounded one bend. Now 
it was hidden, later to loom up even 
more beautiful than before. It was 
on this 6,000 ft. granite mountain 
that the late Gutzon Borglum sculp- 
tured the bust of four great Amer- 
ican leaders — Washington, Jef- 


ferson, Roosevelt and Lincoln. The |

Each eye is 11 ft. across. We were 
reluctant to leave such a beautiful 
park. We, however, proceeded on 
toward the Big Horn mountains in 
Wyoming. After crossing these 
“American Rockies”, we felt fitted 
for any further adventure that the 
future might hold in store for us. 

“At Cody we were introduced to 
the land of Buffalo Bill. From 
Cody to Yellowstone we followed 
along the beautiful Sho Shone riv- 
er and canyon to Yellowstone Park. 
Tt is here that geyser and the hot 
springs are seen to perfection. Old 
Faithful which erupts every 66.3 
minutes for a period of four minutes 
Jat a time put on an act for us, 
jsending a tower of sizzling steam 
high into the air. Many hot springs 
| shoot up in different sections of 
|the park. The Morning Glory 
|Pool is the most famous of these. 
| As we bade farewell to the Park 
| we skirted the rugged canyons beau- 
| tiful with their rocks, trees, streams 
‘and bears. There were black bears, 
| brown bears, grizely bears, and more 
bears. These tourist-wise creatures 
have learned the art of begging for 
a living. They leisurely hold up 
traffic to perform for the public. 

“Leaving the sage-bush and sandy 
plains of Wyoming we motored 
through Montana which is a dry- 
plain area, On this rich soil ex- 
perimental tests have proven that 
a yield of one hundred bushels of 
wheat or one hundred and twenty- 
|five bushels of barley per acre can 
|be produced under irrigation: 

“In the wide-open American 
prairie where large scale grain 
|growing is carried on, strip-farm- 
ing and summer fallowing beat the 
| drought, Most dry-land farmers 
| live in town. When there is work to 
| be done, they drive out to their un- 
fenced acres which are usually 
half in wheat and half in sum- 
{mer fallow. Before the days of 
good roads and cars the farmers 
used to set up a temporary camp 
on the dry-farm during the working 
season, They hauled water for 
themselves and their teams, as much 
of the water is too alkaline for 
man or beast. Now modern ma- 
chinery is very much in evidence. 

“It was not uncommon to see 
| skx combines harvesting the grain 
|in the thousand-acre fields as we 
Motored along. 

“Skirting Glacier and Waterton 
Parks we crossed the boundary line 
into Canada. 


Crowsnest pass we came upon a 
pile of rocks in the town of Frank. 
}In 1903 a rock-slide had completely 
| wiped out the settlement in less 
than two minutes. Only one infant 
survived. 

“Once in British Columbia we en- 
| joyed the beautiful drive through 
the Kootney district, The Nelson 
mountains formed a backdrop for 
the patch-work reclaimed lands in 
the flats, the beauty of which was 
enhanced by the Kootney lake and 
the trees in summer verdure. Only 
the arbutus trees had begun their 
shedding act. 

“These trees shed their bark. 
Kootney Bay, Nelson and Castlegar 
continue to occupy a special place 
in our memory — ferry rides! How 
| we enjoyed all three of them! More 
|mountain scenery, more lakes and 
rivers, more trees and beautiful 
blue skies, more waterfalls were 
enjoyed before we left Trail, Ross- 
land, Bridesville and Osoyoos in our 
book of memories. 

“Our anticipation of the Okana-~ 
gan valley had not exceeded our 
realization. These irrigated orch- 
ards nestled among high mountains 
}and bordered by lakes and rivers 


| Here we could have our fill of those 
luscious black cherries just by 
stopping at any one of the road- 
side stands which dotted the road- 
sides, and paying the price. 

“The beautiful drive from Prince- 
| ton to Hope was marred only by the 
\charred remains of forest 
mute evidence of one camper’s care- 
}lessness in otherwise green Britisn 
| Columbia. As we stopped in Hope 
we could not resist the words of 


trees, 


Truly, Hope with its high mount- 
ains, tall trees, swift streams and 
| the stately Fraser River is righuly

At the turn of the cen- 
tury she was one of the first set- 
tlers in Kindersley, Saskatchewan. 
‘We visited Mr. and Mrs. Stanley 
Brown. Mr. Brown is a native son 
of Thorah Township near Beaver- |} 
ton. 

“It was Stanley Park that took 
our eye in the city. We remember 
the huge trees, the Garden of Re- 
membrance, the rose gardens, the 
flower beds and rockeries, the 
sanctuaries for the birds and ani- 
mals, the outdoor games and sports, 
the theatre under the stars, the 
picnic grounds, the miniature rail- 
way and Pauline Johnson’s monu- 
ment. We could have spent weeks 
in this paradise of Canada. 

“Our trip to Vancouver Island on} 
the Chinook ferry left us with pleas- | 
ant memories, memories of the log- 
ging industry, operations of which} 
were made real to us through the} 
kindness of our host, Dan McKen-} 
zie, Other memories include the} 
| Butchart Gardens, the beautiful 
| Capital City of Victoria, the par- 
| lament buildings; the Empress} 
hotel, the beautiful homes made} 
fairylike with a profusion of flow-| 
ers; wide clean streets ablaze with 
baskets of flowers hanging from 
the light standards. 

“On our return journey eastward 
we enjoyed the trip up the Fraser 
canyon to the deep-cleft rock- 
| bound channel of the blue Thomp-| 
son River, No words can express 
the beauty of the mountains, the 
forest, the rivers and the waterfalls 
in this section of God's country. 

“Our next day’s journey took us 
around the Big Bend in British Col- 
|umbia. From Revelstoke to Golden 
| we were hedged in by the Mon- 
|oshee and Selkirk ranges of moun- 
tains as we followed the Columbia 
River in its course first northward, 
then southward among the moun- 
tains. 

“As we proceeded toward the 
| Rockies we were impressed with 
thelr vast magnificence and grand- 
eur, The clouds of mist had hung 
like blankets over the valleys in 
the early morning. The sun had 
broken through to show huge snow- 
capped mountains, sheer granite 
walls towering a mile up above us 
and descending a mile below. 

“After crossing the Great Divide 
where rivers in the making flow bota 
to the east and to the west, each 
mountain peak seemed more ma- 
Jestic than the former, until at 
Lake Louise and Banff our eyes be- 
held the unparalleled beauty of the 
Rockies at thelr best. Even as far 
east as Calgary this mountainous 
scenery could be enjoyed as we mot- 
ored toward Edmonton through the 
splendid farm-lands of Carstairs, 
Red Deer and past the oil fields of 
Leduc. 

“After yisiting relatives in Ed- 
monton we passed eastward to 
Wainwright where we enjoyed a 
stop-over while visiting the Tolmies, 
Smiths and Middlemiss. We pro- 
ceeded through the wide, sweeping 
prairies more commonly known as 
Canada’s bread basket. Wild ducks 
abounded in every slough where 
they had reared their young during 
the summer. 

“In Saskatchewan we were in- 
troduced to the oil industry by our 
host—Melville Whetter. All the 
| operations from driling, pumping 
and refining were interesting to us. 
At Coville we saw one of the oll 
pumping stations which have been 
placed at one hundred mile inter- 
vals along the trans-Canada pipe- 
line. But the Whetters are farmers 
As we drove over their prize farm 


| 


the early settlers of the community 
were told to recall to mind Bill 
Tolmie's first visit to Kerrobert in 
the pioneer days as far back as 1910. 

“Our route stretched fram Sask- 
atoon, Portage La Prairie to Win- 
nipeg through farms of golden 
grain being harvested and stored in 
the temporary granaries on 
home farm. After leaving the cap- 
ital city of Manitoba we were im- 
pressed with the wooded park-lands

I would appreciate the privilege 
of being able to draw the foliowing 
warning lines to the notice of read- 
ers in town and countryside who, 
for a variety of reasons, May have 
missed same: “The gains in bus- 
iness activity have been widely dis- 
persed throughout the economy. If 
there was a Significant soft spot 
it was in agriculture. I refer not 
to the volume of farm outvut-which 
was bountiful—but to the difference 
in price trends between farmc and 
industrial products, and between 
farm income and the inconte of ur- 
ban dwellers. This is nob a new 
trend but its continuance is disturb- 
ing. The softness in fama income 
and prices hag prevailed in the face 
of sharply rising incomes in other 
sectors of the economy, Farmers 
received better than 12 per cent 
of the national income in 1951. To- 
day they ar getting about 7 per 
cent. Changes in farm produc’ 
are Not easy to measure, but avail- 
able data indicate that farmers 
have done an exceptional job in 
increasing productivity and in pes- 
sing on to consumers the benefits 
of greater efficiency. Wholesale 
prices of farm products have drop- 
ped 22 per cent since 1951, where- 
as those of manufactured products 
have dropped only 7 per cent 
(From the annual address of Mr. 
A.C. Ashworth, president, Toronto- 
Dominion Bank). 

It seems to this reader that there 
is something decidely ominous in 
the above lines-and between them- 
and the inequity which they spot- 
light? Almost at the sam2 time tne 
Central Organization of the three 
prairie Wheat Pools was dealing 
with this same theme and point- 
ing out that: Today, 19 per cent 
of Canada’s workers are in agricul- 
ture. They secure 8 per cent of 
the national income.” 

‘These ‘stubborn facts’ don’t look 
very good to me.

Build Hot-bed Outside 
Warm Basement Window 


While a heated basement makes 
a poor root cellar, its surplus 
warmth can be diverted with 
profit into a hot-bed in which you 
can start seeds of both flowers 
and vegetable weeks earlier than 
it is safe to sow them outdoors, 

The trick is to build a frame 
around a basement window, pre- 
ferably with southern exposure, 
and open the window to let the 
warm air circulate over the 
plants. 

In front of the window make a 
shallow excavation, about a foot 
deep. The size must be figured 
carefully, so that a frame set in 
this excavation can be covered by 
window or hot-bed sash. As in the 
ease of other hot-beds, a glass 
substitute may be used on the 
sash, if desired. 


Build a frame to fit in the ex- 


cavation. The sides must slant 
sharply from a point above the 
window, almost to the ground. Fit 
the sash on this frame, using 
hinges at the top so the sash may 


easily be raised for ventilation. 


Earth may be banked around the 
frame to keep out the cold; and 
the sides should be as tight as 


possible to keep out the wind 


The frame may have to be 
caulked, where it joins the foun- 
dation to prevent drafts, other- 
wise it is built like the garden 
type, using a standard or odd size 


sash as yc ~ choose. 


‘Heat is supplied to this bed by 
opening the basement window, 
and allowing the heated base- 
ment air to enter the bed. The 
window is left open at night, and 
may often be closed during the

day, when the sun js shining on 
the bed. Hot-beds of this type 
have been tried and tested, and 
although they do not maintain 
temperatures as high as other 
kinds the heat will be more even, 
and the ventilation much better. 

The main things to’ watch are 
temperature and drafts. Ventila~ 
tion is necessary on warm days, 
and for very short periods on 
cooler days. 

Glass substitutes may be used 
to cover the sash. They are light- 
er, and not so likely to be brok- 
en by the wind. Polyethylene 
sheets of double thickness will 
last one season; and translucent 
materials strengthened with wire 
will last longer. All admit an ade- 
quate supply of light for young 


plants.

Lindsay's Medical Officer of 
Health Dr. H. J. Gleeson said today 
that if sufficient an‘i-polio vaccine 
is available, it is expected that all 
children up to the age of 16 will 
receive {nnoculations He has also 
been adyised in a bulletin from the 
Deputy Minister of Health that 
the vaccine will once again be made 
available, probably In mid-March. 

It was pointed out in the bulletin 
that certain priorities will still be 
in effect, since the exact availability 
is uct known. It states that these 
priorities will enable as many ele- 
mentary schoolchildren as possible 
to recelye at least one dose of anti- 
polio vacoine before the onset of 
; the 1956 polio season. 

Tt is also hoped by the Depart- 
ment to give at least one dose to 
pre-school children, one year of age 
and over. 

Veccinations will be given in two 
stages: the first dose of vaccine for 
| an elementary public and separate 
| school children who did not receive 
| vaccine in 1955, and the first dose 

of vaccine for pre-school children.

New Home to Landscape? 


Do It With Flower Seed

house design has 
influenced landscape 
planting. The fashion of ever- 
green foundation plantings, is 
now conceded to be out-moded, 
since few new homes have vis- 
ible foundations which need to 
be concealed. 

Only low growing plants should 
be planted in front of low, 
spreading homes, and the bright- 
ly colored annual flowers. of 
dwarf habit are widely accept- 
ed as the most suitable plants 
for this purpose. 

Flowers provide a needed dec- 
oration to houses of functional 
design which are devoid of arch- 
itectural ornamentation They 
leave the view from low windows 
unobstructed. Planting can be 
arranged so the house does not 
seem lower, but broader, an 
effect which is achieved by em- 
phasizing the horizontal line. 

Almost every modern home 
has one or more picture win- 
dows. This name is based upon 
the assumption that they look 
out upon pleasing landscapes. 
Your picture window can be 
given a delightful view by plant- 
ing a flower garden in front 
of it. 

There are hundreds of annual 
flowers from which to choose 
varieties of the desired height 
and color. Their colors should 
harmonize with the house and 
its trim, to produce a pleasing 
effect. 

In the sketch above the house 
ls assumed te be tan color, and

the flowers suggested are light 
blue, lemon yellow and pink. 
A infinite number of pleasing 
combinations, to match any 
house, can be found in any seed 
catalogue. 

Beginners need not hesitate to 
grow their flowers from seed. 
These can be sown directly in 
the garden, or started indoors 
and moved outdoors when freez- 
ing weather ends. 

There are many advantages 
in growing your own plants, per- 
haps the greatest being that you 
can select exactly the colors 
that you need, instead of being 
limited to the relatively few 
varieties in the plant market. 

Low growing annuals which 
are suited for use in front yard 
flower beds and borders include: 

Blue-Chinese delphinium, vio- 
las, petunias, ageratum, anchu- 
sa, pompon asters, alyssum vio- 
let queen, cynoglossum, annual 
larkspur, lobelia, dwarf morn- 
ing glory, nierembergia, phlox, 
salvia farinacea, verbena, and 
for-get-me-not 

Red and pink-pompon asters, 
begonias, carnations, pinks, can- 
dytuft, celosia, clarkia, nasturti- 
ums, petunias, phlox, portulaca, 
salvia, verbena, lilliput and cupid 
zinnias, impatiens. 

Yellow and orange-Calendulas, 
dwarf calliopsis, orange cos- 
mos, dimorphotheca, California 
poppy, lantana, marigolds, nas- 
turtiums, portulaca, cupid and 


Iilliput zinnias.

“T have found the accused to be 
very honest in the witness box and 
did not try to vindicate himself. 
But there was a life nearly snuffed 
out, and we cannot forget this.” 

Megistrate Moore dismissed the 
charge of criminal negligence and 
found the accused guilty of careless | 
driving. | 

Before sentence was passed, de- 
fense lawyer D. M. Thomson read | 
two letters from the Dysart Town- 
ship Area Board and the Inspector 
cf Public Schools, testifying to the 
high esteein in which the accused is 
held, and the high quality of work 
and service he has given the com- 
munity for the past 13 years.
